X HE Turks, as Fatalists, attribute to Predestination^ 
and inevitable Necessity, wbat Christians, believing in man's free agen* 
cj, impute to omniscience, and omnipotent wisdom. Nothing does, 
nothing can happen by chance; our hairs even are numbered, and 
the Sparrow falleth not to the ground without the prescience of ProvU 
dence, which most marvellously allows man his free agency, but often 
disappoints him in his most assured purposes. The Turkish Empire^ 
itself, evinces strongly the truth 6f this position, and^appears to have 
been founded as the just punishment of some wretches, professing, bni 
not practising Christian principles. Wretches, who were guilty of the 
most treacherous perjury, and their own condemnation, by a perfidj 
rendered most detestable, because perpetrated nnder the sanction of th9 
most sacred seal of spiritual truth. Amurath, Sultan of the Saracens, 
from a series of defeats, sought, and was promised, a truce for the space 
of ten years, by Ladislaus, leader of the Greek and Hubgarian forces, 
himself a Christian, and King of Poland. This truce had been pub- 
lickiy and most solemnly ratified, according to the rites of the Koran, by 
the disciples of Mahomet. A Cardinal of the Church of Rome, 
Caesarini, a Legate from the Pope, had consecrated and administered 
the Holy Eucharist to the Christians on this occasion, in attestation 
of this ten years truce being kept inviolable on the part of tho 
Christians. But, shocking to relate, the very same Cardinal Legate, 
who had consecrated and administered the blessed Sacrament, caused 
its most base violation ; and this act of treacherous perfidy ruined the 
character of the Christian religion for ever, in the Turkish annals. 
Immediately aftcnr the performance of these rituals of devotion, a large ^ 
reinforcement arrived in the Bosphorus to support the Christian cause. 
This sanctimonious Popish Cardinal prevailed on King Ladislaus to 
break the truce instantly, after its most solemn conclusion. Ladislaus 
and his troops for awhile resisted the entreaties of the Pipers Legate, 
and positively refused to commit a crime so disgraceful to them as 
Soldiers, so detestable to them as Christians. The Spiritual authority 
of the Church effected what the Cardinal's persuasive eloquence could 
never have produced. According to the historian Gibbon, Cardinal 
Caesarini, -the sworn slave of Popery, urged his plea for perjury to the 
Soldiers of the Cross, in the following harangue. ^^' And is it thus'y 
that you will desert their {f\ie Allied C\iv\si\?LXi%^) expectations and your 
own fortune? It is to them ^ to your Gody to your fellow Christians^ 
that you have pledged your faithf and that prior obligation annihilates 
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a rash and sacrilegeous oath to the enemiei of ChrUU Hit Vicar on 
Earth is the Roman Pontiffs zoithouf whose sanction you can neither 
promise or perform. In his name I absolve your perjury^ and sanctify 
your arms. Follow my footsteps in the path of Glory and Salvation ; 
and if you still have scruples^ devolve on my head the punishment and 
the sin.** These Soldiers of the Cross^ absolved by this Cardinal from 
their perjury^ made an unexpected and terrible assault on the retiring 
aVia eotkfidmg Turks. On the very onset, the unprepared Saracens 
were routed and fled. The ten years truce terminated in an instaut. 
The victory was not doubtful for a moment ; but the victors, too eager 
Id their pursuit of the vanquished, lost all order themselves. The 
Snltaa Amurath, in this exigency, was said to have knelt and invoked 
the vengeance of heaven on these perjured wretches. If so, his pray- 
ers were not unavailing ; he, with a few of his veteran adherents, at. 
^cked the forsworn Christians in the rear. The flying Saracens ral. 
lied ; the Christians were thrown into confusion ; their crime added to 
their distress, and they were cut to pieces. The avenging spirit of 
violated faith severely punished its violators ; Ring Ladislaus was kil- 
led in the action,, and Cardinal Caesarini, loaded with great treasure, 
(ell in, his retreat, impeded by that wealth which he had amassed. 
Amurath's victory at Varna opened the way for his successors to sit on 
Ae Throne of the Cassars, aqd possess the Capital of their Empirie* 

Hpw long the Turkish Dynasty shall retain Constantinople, and 
how long the College of Cardinals shall be allowed to direct the Ro. 
man Church, are yet to be ascertained. The spread of pure Christi- 
anitVy according to the Holy Scripture, will soon convince the disci- 
ples of Mahomet, that their Koran does not rest on a solid foundation, 
and the same source of light will flash an irresistible conviction on the 
victims of Popery, which Will shew them the (lark delusions that havQ 
hitherto led them astray. The watchman who sounds the tocsin of alarm, 
does but his duty, and he will not have watched in vain if he arouse 
the citizens to the defence of their citadel, according to the strict 
discipline of genuine Christianity. The Protestant who cries aloud 
No Popery I No Popery I renders bis fellow Christian, the Papist, the 
greatest possible service, if he excite him to an investigation of its ori- 
gin, and its errors. Such a scrutiny becomes the Bapist^s real duty, 
when once the means are pointed out to him. Ignorance is not par- 
donable when instruction can be obtained. 

What Papist can have a doubt of thie Holy Scriptures of God being 
the most certain ground of eternal Salvation ? In them, on the <:losest 
examination, the candid examiner will find no Popery. It is to the 
lloly Scripture alone» and not to the idle tradition of l^ing Legends, 
that the Protestant directs all his fellow Christians, all the Children 
of Israel, all the proud and self-suflicient Deists, and the disciples of 
the Impostor, Mahomet,, for insjtruction, and sure salvation. Frederic 
the 2nd, the great King of Prussia, was a brave Soldier, a skilful 
Captain, a profound Statesman, and not less able as a Negotiator, 
than successful as a Warrior. In his prime manhood, be met a severie 
personal misfortune ; during life he encountered many vicissitudes, he 
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experienced adversities, and his having surmoanted difficulties, 
and displayed noble fortitude while suffering unxler them, made 
Frederic the 2nd be regarded by most men, as a real Philoso- 
pher. This was, perhaps, one of his own most ambitious desires also. 
The enlargement of his territories, the increase of his dominion, ai^d 
the security of his states, were not more gratifying to his persoual 
feeling, than was the fame he aspired to, as a Philosopher. This was his 
weakest point, because he misconceived the means which would have 
obtained him the greatest renown here, and the surest hope of hli^ 
hereafter. He perused the Scriptures, not superficially, but with 
a Vroug spirit, putting his own weak reason into the balance with 
divine Inspiration. He supposed himself to be competent to judge tuf 
transactions in which futurity is still involved. The false pride of sin- 
gularity, and not the acquisition of sound wisdom, was what he aimefd 
at, and the pen of the pseudo philosopher has tarnished the glory of 
the military hero. His posthumous publications have destroyed thlit 
fame which his sword and his policy had during his life acquired for 
him. A single sentiment which he has left us on record. from his own 
pen, has debased the aspiring Monarch to the level of a Spinpza, a 
Voltaire, and a Tom Paiue. Frederic has written^' Qeie La Reitm 
gion finest pas necessaire pour la societe doUe^ qu^elle tend a la dettuire 
et ^u^elle retient dans des bornes legitimes j moins des Personnes qu^on 
ne pentei^^ ^^ That Religion is not necessary for civil society ; that it 
tends (o destroy it, and that it keeps fewer persons under restraint 
than one supposes.'^ Even congregated savages have some idea of a 
religious worship; States exist without either knowledge or practice 
of Christianity, but such states are bad examples; for civil society, 
and order, are no where so^wdl observed as in those dominions where 
the purity of religion, and divine worship are most strictly attended 
to!!! What persons have more frequent opportunities of seeing the' 
finger of Providence, or more constant demand for his urotection, than 
the Sailor and the Soldieir ? These men, in moments of danger, are 
sincere in their devotions, and grateful for theii" preservation, but they 
too often remain satisfied with their private services, and sometimes in. 
considerately suppose that civil society may be equally vi'ell conduct(^d 
under governn\ents of very different religious doctrines. Speculative 
Theorists likewise inculcate the sentiment that morality, and simple rec. 
titude, without any religious worship whatsoever, would be sufficient to 
uphold civil society. They totally overlook the very basis of molality and 
rectitude, for both of these depend on the belief of eternal Salvation. 
Men of such minds would be likely to form very indifferent statesmen, 
and yet a majority of the House of Commons, andsome Peers of the 
Realm, have expressed themselves on the Roman Catholic affairs as if 
they had no distinct sense of the essential differences exi&ting between 
the Protestant and Popish Doctrines, or Practices. Are th^rp not 
essential differences in the principles of these two religions? Ifthere 
be, is it not perfect stolidity to endeavour to place them on a political 
equality ? Can a tolerating inoffensive religion be put in competition 
with a cursing and persecuting spirit ? Have not Protestants had too 
many, and too cruel examples of Popish malignity, treachery, and 
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barbarity towards Protestants, to coavtnce Diem that their safety n^er 
cati be secure front persecution, whenever Papists have the means and 
power to exterminate Heretics ? Frederic the Great was neither a. 
Papist, nor a Persecutor^ and, were he still alive, he would have many 
to applaud him, both as a Philosopher, and a true Liberal, because he 
wrote " La Religion ti*est proprement que lecuUe^ que nous devon a 
Dieu; com me d* entendre la Messe, de frequenter les Sacremens^ de 
croire la Ttinite^ L^ Incarnation Sfc, Sfc. Sfc ; La Vie croile est tre§ 
independante de ce culle.^* '' Religion is strictly but that worship which 
we owe to God, such as hearing Mass, frequenting the Sacraments, 
believing the Trinity, the Incarnation, &c. &c. &c. ; civil life is very 
independent of such worship.'' Are not these the opiaions of those 
philosophic statesmen who so strongly urge the Government to yield 
up the Protestant Constitution of Great Britain ,to Catholic claims? 
The Holy Iiiqutsition, excommunications for matters of opinion, and 
the new Priestly doctrine of the last Clare Election, that voting against 
a Catholic Candidate is going against God, and the true religion, de« 
moDStrate the practical falsity of such professed liberality. ^ 

Frederic the Great, with all his indifference for religious worship, 
and his Philosophic morality, departed seriously from both religion and 
morality, in his partition of Poland. Time may yet prove, that this 
act of .power and combination which destroyed the Dissidents, and the 
freedom of that state, will be ultimately prejudicial to the parties who 
made Poland their spoil. This part of political history is worthy of 
attention at this time. The Dissidents, had originally, the ascendancy 
in Poland, and filled all the offices of state ; they not only tolerated, 
but even shared the Government with the Romanists. The Romish 
Worship increased in power, by means peculiar to the Priests of that . 
religion. They, from being only a sect tolerated, soon acquired the 
ascendancy, and finally exiled those who had first admitted them. 
The Empress of Russia, and the King of Prussia, supported the cause 
of the Dissidents, and all they required from the intruders, was an 
equality in rights in that state which they originally possessed entire. 
Frederic wiites of 'the Empress, ^' Elle demanda qu'^on leur accordat 
le libre exercise de leur Religion^ et quUls pussent posseder des charges 
comme leur compatriotes " *'She demanded that they may be granted 
the free exercise of their Religion,'and be permitted to fill offices in the 
atate, as well as their countrymen." Prussia and Russia united, could 
not obtain these just terms for the original proprietors. The courts of 
Rome and Vienna, were too despotic, and too potent, to admit this 
equality. Poland became convulsed ; the cry became general that the 
Roman Catholic Religion was about to be destroyed, and all the Catho- 
lic powers of Europe were bound to support it. Different confede- 
racies ensued ; arms were appealed to ; even the Turks became engaged 
in jthese Christian troubles, and the flames of war in Poland produced 
Incendiary attempts also in England, in the destruction of our Naval 
Arsenals. Portsmouth was absolutely filled, aud apprehensions were 
well founded that other places had been destined to be the prey of 
Popish burnings, as London formerly had been. . The JMonuni^nt re- 
cords a trutb, (denied indeed by modern Papists,) but confirmed by th« 
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Higtory of that daj, and by that exptnsive record of the deed* 
ScuFlabogne Barn, aiid Wexford Bridge, reflect back or the subject, 
and demonstrate that times have not changed the tempers of Papists 
towards those whom they are sworn to treat as Heretics. !!! 

The Philosopher, Frederic the Great, condescends to inform us, 
^* L"^ Esprit de Hommes est ie meme dans tons les pays et dans tons Its 
siecles; its ont a pen pres les memes passions ; leur incUnatiom 
ne different presque en rien ; ils sont quelquefois plus fareuXj 
quelquefois moins^ selon qu^un malhereux demon d'ambition and. d*in^ 
Justice leur communique son souffle irtfecte et contagieux " Man's na. 
tare is the same in every country, and, in every age, men have nearly 
the same passions ; their inclinations Scarcely diflFer in anything ; they 
are sometimes more furious, sometimes less so, according as the unhap- 
py demon of ambition and injustice breathes on them his infected and 
contagious breath/' It was the infectious breath of this demoo^ 
which caused the division of Poland, and it is the same noisome ex. 
halation which has extended to the Green Land of Erin, mfxed witk 
the penetrating odour from Popish Censers which now excites the agi. 
tating Spirits of Erin's Sons almost to a blaze. Should this agitation 
be continued, the Lancet must be employed, and the disease must be 
cured by examining the effect, and removing the cause. 

Frederic the Great has the candour to acknowledge his crime in 
consenting to the partition of Poland, and let that parlition be a lesson 
to Protestants, neither to yield up their present ascendancy, nor give 
equality of power to any community in allegiance to the Court of 
Rome!!! **Aliena pericul^ te cautum facient." "Let others' ruin 
make us cautious.'' Frederic writes, ^^J'avois lu la belle allegorie du 
Boyardo; Je saisis done aux cheveux V occasion qui se presentoUtta 
force de nego'cier^ Jeparmm a indemnifer noire monarchie de ses partes 
passes^ en incorporant La Prusse Poloftoise dans mes andennes Provin^ 
CM." " I had read the beautiful allegory of Boy ardo, I seized the fore- 
lock of the opportunity which presented itself, and by force of nego. 
ciations I was enabled to indemnify ouf Monarchy for her past losses, by 
incorporating Polish Prussia with my ancient Provinces.^' Matteo Maria 
Boy ardo. Count of Scandiano, published Orlando Innamorato, and 
the hero of that allegory was a notorious Robber, Brunello, who, by 
ttiefts and pluoderings, finally obtained the Kingdom of Tangitana. 
What a prototype has his Majesty of Prussia taken for an example! 
Power to seize, by no means gives a Right to possess. As well may 
tome^Milesian decendant seize all Ireland as his rightful Kingdom, or 
the ploughers of the soil strive to keep the soil they cultivate from its 
lawful proprietors, as the Monarch of Prussia partake of the partition 
of an established Kingdom !!? That division of a state has destroyed 
one of the barriers of Europe against Asia, and to what final conse. 
quences it may yet lead, is still to be ponjectured. Frederic knew 
well how to direct a battle, but the Revolutions of states are far more 
important than the victories or reverses of hostile armies. Their influ- 
ences extend frequently beyond their own territories ; counter Revolu. 
tions often succeed, and foundations arc laid of wars for future gene- 
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rations, Indiriduals have at times achieved wonderful events* Gusta- 
TusVasa liberated the Swedes ; William Tell laid the foundation of the 
freedom of Swftzerland. Much mischief has also been produced bj 
mob-led Partizans. Maasienello had the diadem of Naples to adorn 
that head for three days, which served the same agitators who crowned 
it, as a football in the streets of the Capital of this short-lived Monarch's 
Kingdom. Jack Cade, likewise, might have been crowned in London, 
If he could have spared time for ^uch an august cei^emoqj as his foU 
lowers would have invented for his coronation. The present ipventar 
of the order of Liberators in Ireland may yet raise himself to equal 
celebrity, and not a few of the >vearers of the green insignia of that 
patriotic institution m&y yet grace a gallows, adorned with a browa 
hempen collar.. What mighty charm has the colour of green, that Ciia 
make it conceal treason ? What is there so offensive in the colour o( 
orange lily, as that it shall produce instantaneous jaundice in the 
eye, and a copious discharge.of disgusting bile from the mouth of a 
certain disordered member of : the community ? It is granted that 
green may in some places be a more prevalent colour than orange, hni 
hvLS not orange a potency, and durability of pigment, which, when 
fixed by the well-tempered Mordants of the Constitutional ingredi- 
ents, produce an indelible dye that will neither stain nqr fade whil^ 
any portion of the texture shall remain, on which this fast colour has 
been once impinged ? When preachers, for the suppression of party* 
coloured badges, presume to cfrect their own colour as a standatd 
to which all others must submit; when a self-raised agitator can 
assemble a corps of agitators, and make them think themselves an or-

Keduced however as they are at this moment, for their past conduct, 
the predictions in their favour, in future times, will be as certainly 
brought about, as their punishments have been exemplary. Political 
expediency, foolish obstinacy, and human infirmity, furnished a re* 
sistance to the beseigers of Jerusalem, that produced a ruin of that 
city, far beyond the first designs of the beseigers, or the possible con- 
templation of the sufferers. That event w^s intended as an example 
to the Gentile world, and is the strongest lesson which Christians can 
receive. May some Israelite read this, and reflect, for the benefit of 
liis nation, and his own sake, that it is not the opinion of a man 
which declares this fact, but the absolute sense of those inspired 
writings which had been entrusted to their own keeping for the benefit 
of all mankind. 

A lapse of eighteen hundred years, so far from diminithing the force 
of these Testaments of God's Theocracy, and Christ's Redemptioi^, 
has ]aid open the entire scheme of eternal Salvation so plainly that 
all who run may read it, if they come to 4t with a teadiable spirit. 
What class of Christians, then, will shut up the Bible of God ? Who, 
that will read the Bible, can deny the Divinity of Christ? Who, that 
regards eternal Salvation, will be happy if they continue longer In 
ignorance of the true spirit of Christianity, as laid down In the Gos- 
peii Can pure Christianity pronounce eternal anathemas, pursue 
present persecutions, or inculcate a perfect inability in any fellow 
creature to rer.eive Salvation from the hand of his Creator, through the 
intercession of the nppointed Mediator ? Can Protestants pretend to 
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understand the meaaing of the filble, and do any pubik deed which 
can promote Poperj ? Are the tenets of the Church pf Rome different 
from the regqlations kid dovvn in Scripture ? If they be, are they not 
erroneous? Shall error be fostered, so as to render it permanent? 
Shall the power of persecution be made more potent, by any increase 
of political authority ? There is no intermediate , degree between 
right and wrong, where Salvation is at stake !l . Weak Brethren must 
be assisted, not by leaning towards their weakness, but by upholding 
them by any means which can impart to theni actual strength!!! If 
the Bible be true, it assures us that Hell itself shall not prevail against 
the Catholic Church of Christ. Neither Christ himself, nor hb apos. 
ties, had ever mentioned the word Catholic, in appliqation to his Chiirch 
at that period, but it was distinctly stated that it should in due 
time become universal on earth* Whatsoever naipe any CburcK 
may have, all that is necessary is to ascertain, whether it be a ChurcU 
constituted on the principles of Christ's Gospel ? If it be, the gates 
of Hejl will never prevail against it !!! The modern Church of Rome 
is neither a Catholic Church, nor is it constituted according to the 
Qospejof Christ!!! It was a tr^e Church at its commencement, but 
has since departed widely from its primitive state, . and from Christiaa 
purity. This charge is grievous, but it can be most authentically sub« 
stantiated, and tbere^ are none to whom it isso intrinsically important 
as to Popish Priests ; *for, what must be theii state hereafter, if they 
lead those astray, wittingly, who have taken them for spiritual guides? 
Does «ot the present Italian Church differ most essentially from that 
Church of Rome which was mentioned in the first Nicene Council ? 
Had Purgatory ever been mentioned, or even thought of, when that 
Council was held ? Had the Popes of Rome ever assumed anything 
like a supremacy tijl the Pontificate of Boniface the 3rd? If the 
Popish Priests have either their own Salvation, or the Salvation of their 
flock at heart, they will explain to th^m the Canons of the first Nicene 
Council, not in a garbled statement, but in candid simplicity. Investi.. 
gation will prove that the word Catholic, or Universal, was first used by 
St. Ignatius, (not St. Ignatius Loyola, the Jesuit), but that Ignatius An- 
tiochenus who lived, and wrote to the Churches at Smyrna and Alexan- 
dria, in the year 100. That.Ignatlus by no means applied the word Ca^ 
tholic to any peculiar Church, but the whole Church of Christ. £vea 
3t. Augustin himself, who wrote six hundred years after that Ignatius, 
in his 107th Epistle, distinctly defines not the' Roman Church, but the 
Catholic Church, in these words, ^^Quod cutlus ejus per omnes penc 
mundi tetminos emanavit, Cdtkolica vel universalis vacatur. ^^ Be- 
cause its worship is goue over almost all the bounds of the world, the 
Church is called Catholic, or UniversaU" This definition corresponds 
with all the primitive Fathers, who bore uuequivocal testimony, that 
all the Churches of the world made b!it one universal Church, and 
that no one had any supremacy over another, exce];^t as a derivative,' 
or a branch from a prior, but not a superior Church. Better authority 
than even the primitive Fathers, we have in St. Paul's declaration that 
*^ all Scriplure is given bi/ (he inspiraiion of God^ and is profitable 
for doctrine J for leproof^ for conviction^ for instruction in right eouS" 
ness.*^ What Priest, after this, will dare tell |iis Quck that there can bie 
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danger !a their reading what Ood has given for their ^' Instruction 
IN Righteousness?'^ |*or want of reading these instructions, we do 
jf\qt see the criminality of oar daily practices, in the fprmation of no« 
relties Iq the Cl^nrch of Christ, of which crime, no Church has been 
ihore |tfil^ than the Roni^n. The Schisni, and absurdity intro- 
duced by Jphanqa SonthcQte, have npt been half so injurious to man- 
klnd) pr more opposite to the Christian Revelation, than the novelty 
of Pgrgatory, introduced by Pope Gregory the fiist. Has not St. Paul 
distinctly declared, ^< The iifne wilt pome when they wHl not ensure 
Sound dopMne^ pui qfter their pvm lust shall the^ hetf to themselves 
ieachertf haomg itching ears ^ and they shall turn iaway their ear 9 
Jjrom the truth^ and shall be turned unto fables^ The Fables of the 
^tracolous Popish Legends, are handed down as Vferities, and believed 
1t)y tl^e votaries of that wonhlp^^because their Priesthood inajcaie 
ihem. \ 

The pope and Cardinals at the absurd ceremony pf creating SafntS| 
ifhich they call canonization, receive attestations of some deeds, wliich 
'they are pleased to call divine miracles, like what Prince Alexander 
Hohenioe) of Bamberg, pretends at present to perform ; not, indeed 
by himself, but by a simultaneous celebration of Masses. When a 
great number of Invalids apply for relief from one person, some of 
fliem must be cured by the Providence of God, even without the 
agency of man ] is Prince Alexander Hohenloe, Bishop of Baipberg,' 
to be canonized as a miracle worker, fpr having performed such cures I 
Pod^s arm is not shortened \ but the many failures of cure which this 
Bishop has had, even to my own knowledge, demonstrate that his 
Masses are not available in working miracles. Which of the Pror 
phets, or of the Apostles, eyer failed in any of his miraculiius nq^ 
dertahings? It would be blasphemy to deny the miracles, or the 
efficiency of our Redeemer, in any case whatsoever. The dura(ioi^ 
of his Gospel, after the attack of so many adversaries is in itself ^ 
proof of his Wonderful power. Is it not rank. superstition to impute 
supernatural power to frail mortality ? Is it npt blasphemy, for ^ 
Pope, and some Cardinals, to assume a power of making Saints in 
lleaven, and to attribute to their human creation, a power of miracles ? 
Not only the Popes and Cardinals will be liable to future punish? 
ment for such blasphemy, but the people, who, haying a power of ex. 
frting their reason on such horrible absurdities, will be answerable 
hereafter fpr the abuse of that reason, which is the peculiar gift of 
God to man. Even you, my Lord ! might have been calledon to have 
passed sentences juridically on these Popish absurdities, amounting in 
Bome cases, to actual crimes. Is there not, at this instant, a law case 
pending in Ireland, in which Popish Priestcraft prevailed, on some 
weak minded old Lady to deprive her relatives of the sum of four 
thousand pounds, and bequeath that sum to themselves^ under the 
ahameful pretence of freeing her soul from tortures in a place called 
Purgatory ? If there were such a local situation, would not Christ 
liave told us of it, as he did of Paradise ? A Pope has fqll as much 
power in Paradise, a's he could have in any place of punishment. 
The imaginary Tartarus of the Poets, and their ** Eljsian Meadows/* 
(for a Priest has receiyed ready money from people, still in life, iQ 
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valk iQ the Meadovs of Bliss after tbeh- decease,) have given rise to 
this Popisli fiction. What a specimen of Religtoas Liberty does this 
bondage of the Italian Church exhibit! How can men, pretending to 
religion, or even to rationality, be guilty of such mockery, or en- 
jdeayonr to dupe poor ignorant creatures with snch false doctrines ? 
£ven Potentates, not submissive to the Pope (at least by external 
forms,) contribute to carry on, and support these farcical deceptions. 
You, jx^j Lord ! and the house of Peers, of England, heard the intre* 
pid, and alqiost universally victorious Duke of Wellington, as His 
Msnesty^s first Minister, say within the walls of your august chamber, 
^' The Emperor of Rmria^ notmihstanding hie poaer^ woe obliged to 
fialf on the Pope^ to assiei htm to govern his own euiffects* het us noi 
life told then^ that tve are utmecesswriiy apprehensive of the sqfet^ of our 
sjlate, when the same apprehensions esisi in every country ; and meam 
fjf protection have been resorted to against thsm.^^ Can there be any 
ipore cogent argument for the abolition of Popery from the Earth ? 
Who, after this public declaration of such a Warrior a^ the Duke of 
Wellington, will be hardy enough to propose giving the shadow 
of power to any man who acknowledges the Pope's supremacy ? Were 
the Pope to command His Majesty's Justices pf the Peace, (those of 
them who are Papists) to act illegally towards His Majesty Crown and 
Dignity, Hin there be any doubt of such men not submittiog to the 
Pope's Spiritual authority, as they suppose it derived from Heaven, 
rather than tor any Laws established by Temporal Princes? If the 
Emperor of Russia had 6f^en informed of what the Archbishop of Mos- 
jcow had said to otir countryman, Dr. Edward Daniel Clarke, of Cam- 
bridge, he would never have condescended to have coUed on any Pope 
pf Rome lor assistance to govern his own subjects. Dr. Clarke having 
.expressed hipaseif rather favorably of the apparent policy of the Court 
pf Rome, the Archbishop said, ^^ You do not know Us intrigues^ and 
artifices; its character resembles thfU of the antient Romans^ patient 
in concealing malice^ prompt to execute it, when opportunity offers^ 
and always qbtaining its point in the endJ*^ If the tranquillity of our 
state can be disturbed, or Its safety endangered, by the buUjriai^N 
threats of a few Irish Demagogues, illegally assuming the station of a 
Democratic Directory, and toying that their dense and united efibrts, 
with only ." Cabbage Stalksy* are sufficient to destroy a misrulinflr 
Government, and the entire Protestant community in Irfflano, — OFF 
WITH THEIR HEADS, by a legal conviction, as Traitors against 
their King/ and their Country. Can such men be associated with, by 
the meml)ers of any community who have well regulated minds? If 
no legal punishn^ent await their treasonable expressions, ought not 
their criminal conduct in exciting disturbances to exclude them from 
society? When an impoverished, ardent, and injdustrious Peasantry, 
feeling great privations ; when Mt^chaoics and labourers, wanting full 
'employment; when religious animosities are revived in zealous and 
sensitive minds ; when a population so circumstanced, are hourly, by 
pight and day, impressed by harangues, informing them, that their 
.distresses proceed from Protestant usurpations, and a misruling go- 
vernment ; ftom a bloody, and persecuting religion, when their 
Clergy go hand in hand with such Traitors, is it to be mtich wondere4 
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&t^ that those distressed men rash rashly into predatory crimes, and 
itisttrrectionary proceedings ? When these deluded men farfeit their 
lives to the laws, the remembrance of their deaths weigh heavy on 
their friends and survivors, who regard the effect rather than the cause* 
These poor, deluded victims, are certainly the instruments of evils, of 
which they are not so culpable as the remote authors. The spirit stir* 
Ting speeches of associated orators, and their matchless Priesthood, 
whO) under the sanctimony of divine vestments, have impressed on the 
sensitive passions of their flocks, that there can be no guilt, bat the 
contrary, in the destruction of an Heretic, these are the real causes of 
the distress and disturbances in Ireland. These operative millions are 
first told of their strength, and then, that they are f^ hereditary bond, 
men,^' or slaves to a bloody, persecuting, misruling government, ruin- 
ing the country with penal todes, and Algerine acts. The inflamma* 
tory declamations of these boasting agitators^ and ^^ matchless Priests^* 
have led thousands of useful lives to shameful execution, for murders^ 
assassinations, Insurrections, and rebellions. How much more useful 
would have been such lives, than those of Popish Priests, who 
preach that marriage is a Sacrament of their own jChurcb, and one of 
which they can never partake, but by a breach of the most awful 
qaths ? The times now require that every man shall do his duty, aud 
speak his sentiments freely* 

Papists! look to your Priests; look to their private lives ; look to 
their public conduct ; compare your own situations with your Protes. 
tant and Dissenting fellow subjects. Papists ! look into God*s Holy 
Scriptures for your instructions to Salvation; let that devotion to which 
no class of society whatsoever is more strictly attentive, be properly di- 
rected, not according to your Priests' wilful, and wrong explanations, 
but according to the simple and plain commandments of your God !!! 
Be assured the God of Heaven can never be confined within a wafer, 
nor held in the hand of a Priest. What they call the Host, never was 
God. The ceremony of their Lord's last supper is directed to be cele« 
brated in remembrance of his.death, and to keep alive in our^memories, 
the benefits which he procured for mankind by his crucifixion. 

Papists have as sound intellects as any other men, but they are not 
allowed to use them, for the great and grand purpose of life, — ^future 
Salvation. Are not the ministers of the established Church called on 
to shake off that supineness, manifested of late years, with respect to 
the errors of Popery ? Should they not explain to their respective 
congregations, the essential differences which now exist between the 
Church of Rome, aud all other Christian Churches ? Let them, with 
such supineness, also shake off all masks of Hypocrisy, and not pre- 
tend to hold out the right hand of fellowship with a Priesthood which 
preach that all Protestants are Heretics, and even that it is a service 
meritorious in the eye of God to destroy them. Let our Protestant 
Ministers publicly proclaim that it is their Master's directions to them, 
and their boundeu duty, as stewards, to instruct the ignorant, to bring 
back those that have gone astray ; and that proselytizing, or converting 
from error, is indeed a charitable labour, in which thev engage, not 
only out of pure love, but by command of the ^oiy Scripture. 
All persons, who are capable, should instruct each his neighbour in 
the truths of the Bible, and how essentially different they are from the 
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dogmas of the present Church of Rome. Each mifiister of the Church 
of Christ, is full as much Christ's Vicar, as that man, the Pope of 
Rome, who, to his shame, assumes that title.* 

Where, hi either the book of the Laws, or the Gospel, is the word 
Pope, or Cardinal to be found ? Where is the commission of this 
assumed Vicarage of the Pope's, even hinted at in Scripture ? Yonr 
Lordship does not want to be informed that thePopes have no autho- 
rity in Heaven, but it is necessary to inform tlie people of great Bri« 
tain and Ireland ; and (according to the Duke of ^Wellington's speech,) 
the Emperor of Russia also, that Popes have no Spiritual authority, 
superior to that of any other regular ministers of Christ's Gospel. Far, 
very far, may It ever be from old England, or old Ireland, to follow 
the Emperor of Russia's example, and resort to the Vatican of Rome 
for any sort of Protection !l Our native valour, under our legitimate 
Sovereign, with his intrepid Ministers, will ever ensure the safety of 
our state, from either internal foes^ or the combined force of foreign 
Popish enemies, as long as we follow with due observance, the pure 
worship which God has revealed in his Scriptures. It cannot be by a 
Pope's Bull ; it should never be by any national concordat with a Pope ; 
it never must be by any Papal document, obtained from the Prince 
of Rome, that the united Empire of Great Britain shall preserve her 
iafety!! The surest of all protections from Papal usurpations, from 
Popish conspiracies, from Roman Catholic practices, and from Romish 
Priests' power, is the Bible. The word of God is the firmest support 
on which man can place reliance. Papists and Protestants need seek 
no other guide for their lives, or for their happiness after death. If 
man's understanding be once enlightened, then his reason can be 
easily convinced. This opening of the eyes of the mind, the Popish Priest- 
hood have resisted by every means in their power, in their oMra 
flocks. When a conviction once takes place, the Papist will shake 
off these trammels, with which his Priesthood have shackled him. 
The moment he really understands the Scriptures, that moment 
the Papist, fwho regards his eternal Salvation as much as any other 
Christian possibly can,^ will detest his Priest, who has so long deceived 
him with the semblance of a worship, instead of the purity of a 
Biblical Religion.

• liv all its practices. Is th« modem Italian Church, established at Rome, 
and extended through all Christendom. This little production imper- 
feet as it is, is presented for your Lordship's perusal, from a hope that 
youk* great name may procure it some little attetrtion from these whom 
it iis intended to serve. For even the Papists themselves know your

A Tract eottmencidg with Scriptural advice, merits attention, more 
Jyartkalarlj, wben it avows tlie purpose of doing Spiritual good to k 
large otymmnntty* If a tract be published which can anj way contri^ 
bate io' national tranquillity,^ or prevent the perpetration of crimeSy 
does It not at least deserve inspection ? Both Papists and Protestants 
are directed by St. Paul, the Apostle of the Gentiles, ^' To pr&oe all 
things,'** Let us then follow his advice, and let us not only ^^ see and 
ask for the old paths,** ^< bat let us also walk in them." Is there any 
dthet established standard, besides God^s word, by which men can 
^* try the spirit ? Are we not put on our guard by him, who desires us 
* most explicitly to try if they be of God, not to draw rash conclusions ? 
St. John distinctly writes, ** Believe not every spirit.** Whose difec- 
tions should sincere Christians prefer, that of St« John, the Evangelist 
or that of Doctor Milner, the late Popish Bishop of Castabala ? In the. 
MrdpSiTt oihis ^^ End of Religious Controversy,** this man directs^ us 
to follow his path, <' because our creeds (he says) and professions, the 
acts of our Councils, and our approved expositions, and Catechisms^ 
tontain the printiples of our belief, and practice, from which no real 
Cathode, in any part of the world can ever depart " Dreadful asseN 
tion ! Horrible conclasion ! It can be most clearly demonstrated, ^hat 
the principles of these professions ; the acts of all the latter councils^ 
(more especially that of Trent), and the approved expositions of the 
Romish Church Catechisms, extracted from the acts of these most irre* 
gular Councils, are perfectly discordant, contrary to humaa 
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reason, and expressly opposite to the Sacred Scriptures tbemselfeslf! 
If all, who depart from the written regulations of the Gospel, be cen* 
sarable as Heretics, there cannot be at this day greater Heretics than 
the Roman Catholic Laity — except the Romish Priesthood. These 
men, besides multiplying Christ's Holy Sacraments, and diminishing the 
office of his solemn Eucharist, evince their regard for their other Sa. 
craments, by rejecting, in their own persons, their Sacrament of Matri- 
mony. Have not the Scriptures denounced awful punishments on thos^ 
who shall add to or take away aught from liuly Writ ? What have 
been the purposes assigned for holding general Councils ? Were they 
not solely intended lor the correction of errors, or pointing out de- 
Tiations, and departures from the strict meanings of the Sacred Scrip- 
tares, or correcting abuses and novelties, iotroduced by wicked and 
designing men? From the first Council held by the Apostles them- 
selves in Jerusalem, to the first Council of Nice, which was called 
for pious purposes solely ; and in which nothing of the novelties of 
latter Councils had been either known, or mentioned, the religion of 
the New Testament was the fixed standard for all regulations. Even 
8o late as the first years of the Pontificate of Pope Gregory the first, 
the same standard was the fixed statute. That Pope, towards the 
conclusion of his reign, for the first time, introduced the doctrine of 
PuVgatory ; a place not entirely his invention certainly^ but in imita. 
tion of the Tartarus of the Heathens. He however endeavoured to ' 
persuade the ignorant, that King David had alluded tb such a place in 
Vs penitential Songs. This Pope has been entitled Gregory the great, 
because he most peremptorily refused to allow to John Jeuneur, the 
Patriarch of Constantinople, that supremacy over other Bishops, 
which he attempted to usurp. He wrote steadily to John Jeuneur 
himself, on the subject, fixing as a basis, ^^ Par in par em non habei 
poiestatem.*'' — " Equals have no power over equals.'' Were not the 
twelve Apostles all equal ? Did not Christ say to them all equally^ 
*^ As my Father sent me, so send I youJ*^ And did not they elect in- 
to an equality with themselves, Matthias, in the place of Judas ? If 
Scripture be sacred, can there foe any part of it more so, or a mor^ 
perfect completion of David^s predictions than what we read in the 
first chapter of the acts of the Apostles ? This chapter is well worthy 
the perusal of such. Hebrews as have minds open to conviction. Let 
them compare the events of Jesus's crucifixion, with portions of the 
60th and 109th songs of David,.'^ They gave me also gallfor my mealj 
and in my thirst they gave me Vine^^ar to drink,^^ It was not of him. 
self David spoke in this psalm, nor was it of Judas, for, when that 
traitor's conduct inspired the Psalmist's mind, he uttered, *' Let his 
days befeWj and let another take his office^^ as Matthias certainly did. 
Why was (he field which Judas bought, called in the Hebrew language 
Aceldama? Does not that mean the field of blood, that is, the price 
paid for it ? Let his posterity be cut off^ and in the generation follow^ 
ing^ let their name he blotted out.^'* And again, ^^ Let his children be 
'fathprlMyOndkis wife a widow.''^ Of whom but Judas did David pro- 
pbf^y in these verses ? This digression, may likewise have the effect 
4>f makioif the Papists pay more attention to the Scriptures, than their 
Priests would willingly allow them to do heretofore. Pope Gregory, cal- 
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ledthe great, read the Scriptures more than most Pop^s, and pronounced 
John Jeuneur, the Patriarch of Constanltnople, to be a forerunner of 
Antichrist, for claiming the title of .(ecumenical, or universal, Bishop. 
He wrote freely to the Empress Constantine, on that subject ; and, to 
the Emperor Maurice, he expressed his detestation of the Patriarchal 
arrogance in assuming the rank of supreme, ii^ the following words-^ 
" Exdamare compel/or ac dicere^O temporal mores I Ecce cunda in 
EuROPJspartibus HarborumJuri suntlradUaj destrudm urbeSy eversa 
casira^ depopulatm Provtncos^ Sfc, 8fc, et tamen SacerdoteSy qui pavim 
menio et chiere Jientes jacere debueruntj vanitates sibi nomtna expetuni^ 
ac novisy et profants vocabulis gloriantur.^* Greg* Epistle K lib. 4» 
^* J am forced to cry out, and exclaim, oh the times! oh the manners! 
In many parts of Europe all things are surrendered to the controul of 
the Barbarians ; Cities are destroyed ; Castles demolished ; Proyinces 
depopulated, and yet, Prelates who ought to prostrate themselves on 
the pavement, weeping, and in ashes, even thej desire and ask for 
themselves names of vanity, and vaunt in new and profane titles/'* 
This transaction merits much attention; first the hypocrisy of this great 
and sainted Pope, and the subsequent conduct of the verj man, who^ 
as his Nuncio at Constantinople, had delivered this verj epistle. 

When Gregory was elected to the Popedom, he wrote a mostpres* 
sing epistle to the Emperor, conjuring him not to confirm the election. 
Here was one proof that the Papacy did not command, or convey supre- 
macy, as the Emperor had the power of annulling the election, Gre- 
gory declared himself unequal to that weighty elevation ; he even pre- 
tended to hide himself in a lumber room of his monastery, till the 
election of another Pope. But this letter was intercepted (probably 
by arrangement) by the Governor of Rome, and Gregory, the Arch- 
deacon of Rome, was dragged from his retreat, to fill the Chair of th« 
Vatican, and lay the foundation of that Purgatory, which has sinco 
proved the richest harvest of that Hierarchy ; the source of the most 
wonderful power over the human mind on earth, and the preposterous 
presumption of exerting influence beyond the grave. !!! Priests' 
pockets are filled with solid gold, for an ideal grant of freedom, 
from ideal plagues, in an ideal Purgatory. This Sainted Gregory the 
great, had himself been Nuncio at Constantinople, sent thither from 
Ms known pow.er in intrigue, and skill fn conducting difficult affairt. 
His letters to the Empress Constantine are extant, and writers on th« 
-subject, say that his Epistles to Queen Branchaut, were all of the most 
flattering description, though her life was notoriously of very dissolute 
character. 

The inventor of Purgatory, claims the attention of the Papists 
most peculiarly. Their Priests will pronounce all this as a rank and 
damnable falsehood— their general resort where they are unable to 
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confute. If Papists wish to know the actual truth, let them not 
l^efiev^ their matchless Priesthood, but consult history, and from 
different comparisons draw sure and iocontestable conclusions^ which 
hialory will afford, and holy Scripture confirm. • " Nullius in 
Vepba*^* (let them not place reliance on the words of any man, but 
K^t them not doubt whftt they will find in the boolc of God. When 
thi9 Qregonr wrote against the universal supremacy, claimed by the 
P^tdarcli of Constantinople,, he used the followiog words to that very 
P^rson^ ^^ A jSi^hopi cannot, be universal but to the exclusion qf th^ 
Qihers ; tf bis Bishopric extend oper the warld^ there cannot be another 
tu^ kms^ff Thisiis contrary to Scripture^ which established by the holy 
^f^r «Uf« Bi8^op^^ not a Bishop ; the Scriptures^ the Ap.ostle&^ 
and the Jffoly Fathers teach^ thai Jesus Christ has bat oneflock^ of 
mHQh he is (he Shepherd and the head, and that every Bishop receives 
W¥ipQss^SSe^ SQHdly, and effectually^ his own portion of, that general 
jloc^/' )>t notpniy the Papists but. the Anti- Episcopalians read and 
Tj^flect on this passage. Let pious Christians, who condemn certain levi. 
tjiea in ordained Priests of different Churches, blame the person guilty, 
but not the Church Canons. Neither let them presume, without the 
regularity of that ordination desired by the Apostle, and received by 
Titus, t,Q tak^ on themselves the offices of ihe PrtesthQod, or of a 
Ri»hopJ!| 

Tifhat Prote^t^^'t big<)t^ could pen anything stronger against the 
Fppe^* supremacy than this, which Gregory the great has left us on re* 
C|Ord } B>x^ to put Papal supremacy, and the blasphemous title of 
Cbrist'9 Tiear qn earth, out of all dispute, as to reality and verity • 
zxkO, even the see of Rome, as te priority of antiquity ; let all serious 
Persons of %\\ religions, reflect, that St. John himself lived an hundred 

5 ears after Christ's crucifixion. How many were the Popes of Rome 
uring that hundred years ? Had Christ appointed the Popes of Rome 
to be hisi Vicars on earth, must not St. John, whom even the other 
Apo&tles declared to have been beloved by our Saviour, been inferior 
in rank to fill these Popes ? Would not St. John, or some other of 
i(he Apostles, somewhere have alluded to thisVicarial rank and power { 
Could the inspired writer of the Revelations have suffered a matter so 
important to all Christians, to have escaped his reinarks during his 
abode at Patmos ? Does not this single fact, and perfect omission for 
Qtte hundred years, reduce these blasphemous Pupal assumptions, not 
pnly to a nullity, but to a detestable absurdity, in the minds of all per* 
sons acquainted with Scripture ? The Popish Priesthood alone close 
their eyes against such conviction, and with their ill regulated voices, 
that is^ voices raised contrary to Scripture, cry out, Our l^rd God 
tl^e Pope 111 The men who pronounced such a Priesthood to b^ 
,f»aichks^f prpnounced a truism. ! ! ! 

We must continue the subject of Gregory the great a little. longer, 
for the benefit of future generations, as the'^present generation are tpo 
liberal to either read, listen to, or believe old histories as of aqy other 
consequence than as old Almanacks. St. Gregory the great, though 
b? iidmitted widowers (who had but one wife) into holy ordera, wa« 
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moift strict in recommending, not absolutely commanding celibacy io 
his Clergy. He evea expressed a wish to have every person excluded 
frqm holy orders., who had violated their chastity. But he also made 
a^ very .strong distinction betwei^n adultery and fornication. One day 
he ordered a conservatory Fishpond to be drained ; amongst the Fish 
were discovered the remains of six thousand Infants!!! Gregot'y in. 
«|a^tly revoked his directions for the celibacy of his X31ergy, and did 
hims^if perform penance for the sins] he had caused by that order!!! 
Crr,eigory h^d sent AnatpUus, as his Nuncio, to Constantinople, about 
the year 596, and by his means remonstrated effectually against any 
individual whatsoever assuming the title of (Ecumenical, or Cathoile 
^ishop. Anatolius at that very period^ commenced those deep intrigued 
with the Usurper, Murderer, and Tyrant, Phocas, which elevated 
himelf to the Papacy in the year 606. With the title of Bonifac«>^ the 
;yrd, this intriguing Nuncio, Anatolius, when Pope, first assumed the 
dignity of " Universal Bishop.** He followed the steps of his friend 
Phoc^Sy and with the usurpation of the title of Catholic or Universal 
Bishop, adopted the tyrannical style of Phocas. In drrectitig th^ 
consecration of some Bishops, this Boniface despotically wrote his de* 
^ree with the ^ords ^' Vox^umus et Jubemus,'* *^ We desire and we 
cirdfir." thii9 mildly exeri^ising the authority, and meekly following 
the example of thfit Christ, of whom h^ pretended to be the Vicar^ 
But this Pope's career was soon shortened, he was carried oft the 
%\^ge in the first year of his reign, but not till he had signed twenty-one 
^' Volamu$ and Juhemus^^^ for twenty^one Bishops whom he desired 
and ordered to be consecrated. Having thus compiled, far the benefit of 
the Roman Catholics, a few documents demonstrating the origin of the 
pope's Purgatory, and claims to sypremacy, let me entreat both Pa. 
pist^ and Protestants to turn back to an incontrovertible fact,— -a fact 
Beyer even contested. — In this factj| every Pifptestant has a direct and 
incontestable answer to all Rpnianists who sneeringly ask '^ Where ua9 
the. Proi^stHnt Religion before Luther and Calvin V^ The Bible Proi 
ph«^t« Jereqniah^ had written, '' ^tandyein thezpaySy and see^ and ask 
Jqr the old pmths " In the year 325, the first general, or cecumenical^ 
CpuDcil pf Nice was celebrated. The occasion of its being convoked, 
was to counteract a sohjsm which Meletius, an ambitious Bishop of 
£gypt, had attempted to {nt^roduce. He had taken upon himself the 
aqthority of consecrating Bis,hops, without any coinmunication with h\% 
Primate, the Bishup qf A^^^^ndria. In the sixth Canon of this first 
general Council of Nice?, it was thus for ever decreed, " Let the 
ancient customs prevail^ that are in Egypt ^ Lybia^ and Penfapolis. 
that the Bishop of Alexundria have the power over them all ; as muck 
fis (he Bishop of Rome^ ^iso hath the like custom. In like manner in 
^ntiocb atut all oilier Provinces^ let the privileges be preserved in the 
Churches,*^ This sixth canon, besides following the old paths, most 
diftiuctly does away everjjr idea of an universal supreipacy for any one 
Bishop. It. also as distinctly points out that an ordination of Bishops, 
apd of course the minor orders of Deacons and Sub-rdeacons mentioned 
by the ApQStles, should be pursued. To these regular ordinations 
Qientioned in Scripture, the wicked Council of Trent, forsaking the 
^* om PATHs,'^ have added others^ amounting to seven orders. In the 
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ffcond Canon of their xxiii session, we rend, *^ Si quis dixerit prater 
9ucerdatium non esse in ecclesia Catholica alios or dines ^ et majores ei 
mincresy per quos velut per gradus quosdam in sacerdotium tendatur • 
Anathema sit " — ^' If any one shall say there is not in the Catholic 
Church, beside the Priesthood, other orders both greater and lesser, by 
which, as by certain gradation one is advanced towards, or nnto the 
Priesthood, let him be accursed.*' To the Subdeacons are added by 
the second chapter (not second canon of the same session) the Acolythi 
and Exorcistae orders. A poor little Child not (ongsince was put un« 
* der a tub on an. earthen floor by a Priested Exorcist, to be freed from 
fi- supposed Devil ; the parents and friends of the child stood snbmis* 
8ive to 8jBe the mirncle promised, of beholding the Devil fly off in a 
Tisible form ; this matchless Priest stood on the tub, performed his an« 
tick exorcism s-^and stifled the Child. This ignorant monster was tried 
for the murder, but, to keep up the errors of Popery, the murderer 
was only sentenced to the punishment. of a Maniac !1 Digressions which 
demonstrate the evil consequences of Popery, will, it is to be hop«d, be 
pardoned by that party for jHrhose advantage they are thus irregularly 
introduced* 

Let us return to the subject ; prior to the introduction of novelties into 
the primitive Church of Christ, where could there have been any cause 
for any protest against them ? For nearly three hundred years after the 
celebration of this first general Council of Nice, and the publication of its 
sixth canon, the ancientChurch of Britain enjoyed*and exercised the same 
ecclesiastical jurisdiction within itself, as did the Churches of all other 
Christian Provinces. Boniface the 3rd. though he was the first Pope 
who had assumed the title of universal Bisho]), yet Gregory the great 
aimed at tliat very plenitude of power, which Rome now wishes to 
preserve. He had sent Missionaries into England about ten years be« 
fore Boniface's Pontificate ; and knew so little of the state of Great 
Britain, that he asked some prisoners who were selling as slaves in the 
streets of Rome, if the Britons were not still Pagans? At the head 
of these Missionaries was St. Augnstin, Abb^ of St. Andreo, at Rome. 
He landed at Thanet, in Kent, in 597, and there had his first inter- 
view with the Saxon King, Ethelbert, who was not then a ChristiaiK 
Gregory the great, acting as Supreme Head of the Church, without, 
however, claiming that title, subsequently placed the whole Island un- 
der the jurisdiction of St. Augustin, as Archbishop of Canterbury ; 
thus evincing an ecclesiastical tyranny, where he had introduced Mis- 
Fiona ries only a few years before. The Saxons were Pagans ; the an- 
cient Britons had been well instructed in Christianity, either by St* 
Paul himself, or some of his immediate disciples. Ireland, it is sup. 
posed, had a similar advantage about the same period. St. Augustin 
claimed a superiority over the entire, under the Grant of Primacy, 
thus nominally conferred by Gregory the great. The Abbot of Bangor 
and other Prelates, resisted this claim of the Abb^ of St. Andreo of 
Rome, for he had not yet been Sainted, but they did not decline to meet 
him in a Synod. These ancient British Divines, we are Informed, are 
said to have received and adopted the following advice of an experi- 
enced Christian, to " /ry what spiril'''' this uew-titled Archbishop 
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luight be of. He said, as Rapin relates, ^^ You mil ascertain it bif 
his humility ; the surest mark of a true Christian. If he be endued 
with this pf ime virtue^ he will rise respectfully at your first meeting.*^ 
The Clergy of Bangor took care that Augustin (who was then nomu 
nalljr the Bishop of Aries only) should be seated before they arrived in 
the Synod. Aagastindid.not rise to receive them, and by this mark ot 
incivility, he so strongly prejudiced these ancient British Divines 
against him, as to frustrate the very purpose of his Mission, as far as 
they were concerned. In this Synod, Dinothus, th« Abbot of Bangor, 
had been chosen speaker. Augustin demanded their submission to 
the jurisdiction of the Bishop of Rome, as their Patriarch. This de- 
mand, Dinothus instantly rejected; saying, ^'7%eyknezo no obedience 
due to him whom they called Pope^ but the obedience of love and charity^ 
as good Christians and Children of God. That under God^ they were 
governed by the Bishop of Caerleon^ who is authorized to, take, care of 
us and the affairs of our Churches.''^ This mild but firm reply of 
Dinothus, so irritated this Missionary Augustin, that he used these 
words, '^ Since you refuse peace from your Brethren^ you shall have 
war from your enemies. And ^ince you will not join with us in preach^' 
ing the word of eternal life to your neighbours^ you shall receive death 
from their hands,^* This dreadful threat of the pious and mild Mis« 
sionary was soon after carried into actulEil execution; twelve hundred of 
these ancient British Divines were massacred, as history relates, by the 
means of the subsequently sainted Abbd Augustin. To the present 
Popish, ^^ matchless Priesthoods^' who most audaciously ask, ''what 
regular ordination our established Church can claim^ except that of the 
Nag's Head consecration ?" Protestants have undoubted authority to 
shew that the church of Britain must have been nearly coeval with-, 
that of Rome, and, as some say, even nine years prior to it ; but 
every Protestant may fearlessly assert that this Nag's Head Tavern con- 
secration was a most malignant falsehood, and is at this day repeatedly 
alluded to by the Popish Clergy and jPapists, at their Priests* in- 
struction, from the same malignant principle by which it had been first 
originated. The right Rev. Matthew Parker, Bishop of London, if 
the person alluded to in this transaction. Charles Howard, Earl of 
Nottingham, Commander in Chief of the sea forces at that time, 
thought it incumbent even on him to refute this foul calumny, by pub- 
lishing that he himself was a guest at Lambeth, when Matthew Parker 
had been consecjated a Bishop there. December the 9th, 1560, Bishop* 
Barlow, Scorey, Coverdale, and Hodgekins met at the Church of St. 
Mary-le-Bow, where the Cong^ d'elire, and the Election, and the 
Royal Assent to it were read to them ; witnesses appearing to establish 
the legality of the Election, and an opportunity afforded to any per-: 
son who might be disposed to object. This preliminary ceremonial ha»-' 
ing been performed, Matthew Parker was Consecrated by these four 
Bishops, on the 17th of December, 1560, in the Chapel of Lambeth, 
according to the form of ordination made in the Reign of King Edwafd 
the Sixth. 

These dates are particnlarly noted to mark the malice of those per* 
sons, who UQt only insinuate, but absolntely pronouQce| that Um 
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*^ WiiTHERCOCK Law Church'* hftd lost its regular ord in atiori.—. 
** Thomas Neale, born at Yeaie, Professor of Hebrew^ at Oxford^ in 
1576 J invented the lies of Matthew Parker's Consecration^ at the 
Nag's Heady Cheapside*^ 8o Fuller mforms us, in his account of the 
British Worthies and Ud worthies. Mile^ Coverdale had been conse- 
crated Bishop of Exeter in the Reign of Ring Edward the Sixth : this 
proves the continnation of regular ordination, as kept up in Matthew 
Parker. Coverdale was saved froni Martyrdom in the first year of the 
Reign of Bloody Queen Mary, by the strong mediation of Frederic 
King of Denmark. Thomas Neal, the inventor of the lie of the Nag's 
Head Consejcration, was both a Chaplain^ and the Creature of the in* 
famous Bishop Bonner. May the God of Truth assuage the malice of 
the Popish Hierarchy, who endeavour to uphold and even increase 
animosity^ la the bosoms of their flocks^ against the persons of Pro- 
tettftatfly foi: pursuing the worship of a much purer church than that of 
Rome. 

Protestants exert their best energies, not. only for the protection 
of the persons and properties of their Papist fellow subjects, but, as fd. 
low Christians, they leave nothing undone to shew them that for more 
than three hundred years past, the sensual Church of Rome, externally 
4evoted to celibacy, by its decrees, made infatuated men swear to per- 
petuate errors, which lead to Cupidity, Sensuality, and Iniquity] 
Tliis Popish Matchless Priesthood, have been bound all over the globe 
ht one solemn compact, each Priest binding himself in these words,- 
in whatever situation he may be placed, in whatever Kingdom he may 
live, as long as be breathes^ he says, ^^ 1 acknowledge the Hoty and 
Apostolic Romish Church to be the Mother and Mistress of all Churches. 
And I promise true obedience to the Pope of Rome^ Successor to St^ 
Peter^ the Prince of the Apostles^ and Vicar of Jesus Christ J^ Can 
Delia Geuga, the late General of the Jesuits, and present Pope of 
R^me be, by any rational .man, regarded as the Vicar of Jesus Christ? 
If the worst character in existence were elected Pope of Rome, are not 
the Popish Priesthood of the whole world most solemnly sworn to true 
Obedience to him as Pope ? What reliance for tranquillity, or security 
from injury^cafi Protestants place on men sworu to such blind obedience? 
Let those deluded Legislators who confide more in worldly wisdom than 
In the promises otthe Sacred Scriptures ; let those timid creatures who 
crouch under .the shield of present expediency, rather than run any risk 
of personal hazard either for the preservation of their own property, or 
the: cooie^vatian of the rights of posterity placed in trust in their 
hftnds:; let the Papists themselves above all others (because their eter« 
nal Salvation depends on their conduct in the acquisition of knowledge 
and its application,) examine the truths of the facts herein detailed ; let 
the sober part of the Popish community ia Ireland, at this very crisis, 
ask themselves will they rush into the vortex of destruction aud involve 
titeir Protestant neighbours in the same abyss of ruin, at the instigation 
of their matchless Priesthood, and the war-whoop of a few ambitious 
Demagogues : let all these parties peruse these statements with the same 
apirtt of benevolence with which they are written, though the Popish 
Priesthood is branded with that acerbity which their own cruel conduct 
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imperati^^lT demands. Severe as it may seem in langttig^, ersti t» tkem 
^he intention is charitable, to induce them to desist from 9 ayslett 
which has led so many victims to death^ by legal and milUary ejk^ 
'Ciitiaa on the scaffold and in the field. 

A final day of retribution must overtake this matchless Prfestiioodt> 
and these demagogues. The pretended absolutions of the former, antt 
the instigations of the latter, to assassinations, murders, and rebel, 
lions, into which the Priestly guides and associated committees have 
plunged their deluded miscreants, will draw down on them their p^o^ 
portion of Divine vengeance, as partaking of the crimes ec^uaHy with 
the perpetrators who perform the services allotted to them. Can tftie 
severest Laws administer a, more poignant punishment than remorse qI 
conscience ? The late rebellions in Ireland, and the dreadful revolu- 
tions in France, on deep and mature reflection, will be found to have 
originated in precisely the same sources-^the intrigues of the Court of 
Rome. Our French Neighbours raised an universal cry of liberty and 
equality. When did the French Nation ever appear to such an adyan« 
tage in the eye of man, or was so sincere in their services to God, as 
when she sent her Delegates to the wicked Council of Trent to annul 
Its decrees ? Arnaud du Ferrier, the President of the Parliament, with 
two able Colleagues, Louis de St. Gelals de Laussue, and Ghii du Four 
Pibrae were dispatched to make a Protest against the reprehensihte 
conduct of Pope Pius the IV, at the Council of Trent. In the pre- 
sence of the whole Council^'that brave President of the Parliament of 
France, proclaimed what has since been kept on record. ^'In the name 
0/ ike King my master^ and of the French Clerg^^ tte refuse to- be 
eubject to the command and disposal of Pius the fourth. We r^eet^ 
refuse^ and contemn all the judgfments^ censures^ and decrees of the 
said Pius. And although^ most hol^ Fathers ! your Religion^ Ufh^ 
and learning was ever^ and ever shall be of great esteem tsith us $ yet 
seeing indeed you do nothing^ but all things are done at Rome rather 
than at TreHt^ and the things that are here pubUshed^ are rather tha 
decrees of Pius the IF, than of the Council of Trent j we denounce and 
protest before you all, that whatsoever are decreed and published in this 
assembly f by the mere will and pleasure of Pius, neither the most 
Christian King wilt ever oj^raoe, nor the French Clergy ever acknow^ 
ledge to be the decrees of a general Council* Here, were staunch and 
bold Protestants, who declared their Protest in the very bosom of that 
wicked Council. Visconti relates the same transaction, and Pierre 
Francis Courrayer has copied it verbatim. Many French Prelates^ 
several Personages of that and other. nations, have declared likewise, that 
their Embassadors had a still stronger Protest prepared against PiuSj^ 
who acted as Pope, although he was not leg»lly so ) for that his 
election was null and invalid, being Simoniaeal^ on account of the pro« 
mise of a great sum of money made to Cardinal Carafia, by the Duke 
of Florence ; a promise that this Cardinal had since sent to the King of 
Spain, and which could not have been done, but with the consent of 
the Pope, while still a Cardinal, prior to his exaltation ; and becanse «f 
another promise, while stni a Cardinal, he bad given in the conclave^ 
signed with his own hand to the Cardinal of Naples; 
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' ft was a luckj dispute fior Prec<!dence in the Cauticil of Trent be- 
tween the representatives of the French and Spanish nations, which 
bNmght all these nefarious transactions to light ; and at this remote pe- 
riod furnishes us with indisputable records, demonstrative that neither 
the principles of Papal infallibilitj rest in Popes^ nor the spirit of the 
£[oljr Ghost ever presided over the Council of Trent — as Papists are 
instructed and compelleil to believe, or at least do not venture to deny. 
Those men of the French nation who have known ihese facts, have at 
all times resisted these promulgated doctrines (n uninstructed Ireland, 
millions of learned and intellected men, are posiiively foi bidden,. under 
the penalties of .mortal jio, to examine such books as would convince 
them of these true transactions, and of the absurdities of the Popish 
Principles. Their matchless Priesthood^ not only tyrannically com- 
mand, such, books not to be sold, bat strive to keep the Bible itself from 
their perusal, as any mistake in its meaning might endanger their eter- 
nal Salvation. Blasphemous idea ! and most blasphemous its promul- 
gation ! as if the God of truth, mercy, and love, could have inspired 
writers to hand down to countless ages, a revealed authority for the 
direction of their lives, and yet expose them to everlasting ruin by its 
perasal. !* The real reason for this severe and cruel prohibition is^ the 
certain conviction this matchless Priesthood have, that the very first 
moment their doctrines are tried by the standard of the Bible, that 
moment they must lose their present power, and all their present en- 
joyments. Not only influence over their flocks would forsake their now 
esteemed blessed Priesthood, but the flocks themselves would fly from 
such ravening Shepherds ! ! I What man, possessing extensive estates with- 
out a valid title, can bear to be required to allow his title deeds to be ej(. 
amined? Cupidity has given rise to Purgatory ,-*Purgatory raises ex- 
tensive profits to its proprietors, — will the receivers of these gold mines 
•Buffer either their emoluments, or their rights of Royalties to b^ scrfi- 
tinized? The officers of the Pope's exchequer know too well what 
consequences would ensue, from even the slightest peep into their forged 
Parchments, never sealed by Christ, nor attested by any of his disci, 
pies. The dupes of Popery pay enormous sums, as they suppose for* 
the advancement of the religion taught by Christ ; they know not the 
dreadful deviations introduced into the Church of Christ, by Romish 
Courtiers. 

Is it rational to suppose the Church of Christ spreading over the 
whole earth, was to be submissive to the Pope of Rome? Had that 
been Christ's intention, would he not have left some record of it, some 
indubitable injunction for it? What reliance can be placed on tradi. 
tiou ? Will any narrator tell the same story, after the lapse of a few 
years even, in the same words ? Are Priests and Jesuits, the sole re- 
porters of ih.eir traditions, to be relied on for veracity in matters 
wliere they are so deeply interested ? How h{is that learned Jesuit, 
Father D'Orleans- falsified the well-known facts, not depending on 
' Iradttion^ but on legal and attested documents? That refined Jesuit, 
.dMgnates ouly as an accident, the most treacherous, and long before 
concerted massjcre that imagination can suppose, in which six hun- 
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drfed thousand Protestants were butchered with unheard of torCares, 
He even pleads that the relation of Hs barbarities was a libel. Tbia 
Jesuit's words are ^^An accident altogether unforeseen^ great in iteeff^ 
and of extraordinary consequence, was one main point of this Ubel fa 
strong remonstrance to the House of Commons,^ and added much to Us 
bUterness. The Irish Catholics, oppressed by the English Protestants^ 
laid hold of the opportunity of their confusion, to shake off the yoke^ 
and hamng conspired against them with mmderfui secrecy, after 
slaughtering a great number of them^ had almost made themselves 
masters of the Island '' Truth will break out in despite of even Je« 
sui ties I craft ; Father D' Orleans, before he concludes his account of tbe 
horrible treachery of the Papists in the year 10419 acknowledges) that 
this very ^^ accident altogether unforeseen '^ was a conspiracy conducted 
^^ with wonderful secret y,^* Papists, are your souls eternal safety dear 
to you ? Can you, will you blindly trust your salvation to men of the 
same stamp and religious doctrines as this Jesuit D'Orl^ans * who conld 
thus endeavour to falsify a statement, execrated by all Christendom, 
except the bloody contrivers and actors i What dependance, oh ye 
deluded Papists \ can you place on that matchless Priesthood, (for all 
Priesls afe now instructed by Jesuits, and trained in their discipline,) 
who try to make the very Scriptures themselves, the vehicle of the 
most blasphemous doctrines, the most malignant falsehoods, and the 
most cruel commands^ 

Severe .diseases require severe remedies ; blocks cannot be hewn by 
razors, nor Priests be corrected by gentleness. These men have set 
the Scriptures at defiance, they have diminished them, and have added 
their own damnable doctrines to the word of life, by way of annota- 
tions. Read, and be convinced, that if this character. were stronger, it 
would be but too Well merited. On the 13th verse of the 14th chap* 
of the first -epistle to the Corinthians, these expounders have asserted,- 
^^ For to eJthort, or preach in a strange tongue was not unlawful^ nor 
unprofitable, but glorious to God, so that the speech had been either 
by himself or by another afterwards expounded,^* Now examine, with 
accuracy, how some of these matchless Priesthood explain and expound

The authorized Doway version of the 13th chap, of St. Matthew, and 
99th verse, reads thus ^^ And he said, no, lest perhaps gathering up 
the Cockle ye may root up the wheat also with it.** The impious oona- 
mentators and expounders of this passage, have applied cruel injunc- 
tions, too practically followed up by credulous instruments, .who are 
prohibited from reading their Bibles without thes^ horrible expositions, 
lidded for the most dreadful purposes* The word» used by thes0 
matchless auDotators, are copied verbatim. ^^ Thtt good must tolerate" 
the evil, when it is strong, that it cannot be redressed voUhout danger' 
and disturbAnce of the whole Church ; and commit the matter to God^sr 
judgement in the latter day* Otherzoise, where ill men (be they Heretiep 
or other Mali factors) may be punished or suppressed, without distuTm- 
btt^ce and hazard of the gojd, they may and ought by p^lic authority ^ 
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eUhmr.sf^hUmQi or temporal^ to be chastUed or EXECUTED.'^ Th^ 
Cinristias charity of these tlrtaous expotiuders and annotators, extends 
fjftTtbep thaa chastising atid executiog Protestaats, or Heretics in this . 
Ufe.«^The asperky of this matchless Priesthood pursues them even ta 
UeaTeii^ (if they Irere |n power, or could have any tsfloence there,) de^ 

a ring that tkeif prayers cannot be heard in heaven. The Do way tranv- 
km reskIVy << 4* the hrmuk cannot bear fruU of itself^ unless it abide 
in the OMM| 9» neither can you, unless you abide in me." St. John, xv, 
4lfc verse*. . The Evangelist did not appfy this true saying to any 
Qftircbet^ iMit to Btanktad in general ; were it applicable to Chardi- 
•Sy lie wonhl teve exj^vessed it particularly, and if the departure, 
#r Separation of the branches from the Tine be investigated, it will be 
iiM>str clearly demonstrated, that the Church of Rome not only separated 
ktrtfelf from the vtrie, but abhors the Church of England, for again 
•ngi^fting itself into the vine, from which the Church of Rome once 
Itad power ta separate hen The Church guides of the Romish present 
estabHshsMit, have made the following smnctation on this passage. 
<* Whosoever 6j|f Heresy or Schism j or for any other causcy is cut off or 
eeparatedfrom the Churchy he can do no meritorious work of Sahatidn. 
Jf either eon he beheard^ though he pray never so much in Schism^ be* 
eause he is not in the body of Christy ahich is a condition necesmrity 
reigned in prayer?^ The credulous Papists suppose their. ^^ matchien 
Priesthoodj'* cannot only exclude Protestants from Heaven, as convicted 
Heretics, but even any of themselves, whom their blessed Priesthood 
may think proper to separate from the Church, by present interdiction, 
Or finally by total excomsMmication. 

. What would become of- mankind if such wicked wretches bad such 
a power ? Father Quigly, who was hanged for high treason, might, be. 
fore his execution, have excommunicated officially eveiy man in the 
Ubited empire, Papist and Protestant, and excluded them and the!r 
prayers frOm Heaven, if the order of Popish Priesthood can con- 
fer such power, and make such creatures both judges and executioners!!? 
Between the Protestant and Doway Translation of the fifth chapter 
and seventh verse of the epistle to the Hebrews, there is a verbal dif* 
ference ; the Protestant reads, *^ Who^ in the days of his fleshy when he 
had offered up prayers and supplications^ with strong crying and tears 
te£o him that was able to save him from death j and was heard in that 
he feared,* The authorized Doway Translation reads thus, ^^9Vho in 
the days of his fleshy with a strong cryy and tears^ offering up pray ere 
smd stsppUcaiions to him that was able to save him from deaih^ was 
heard for his reverence.** Trifiing as is this verbal variation (for the 
meaning of both is precisely the same) yet the Church ]|^uides of the 
modiem Italian Church, have made a most execrable note on this pas* 
aage, without which its matchless Priesthood will not suffer the Holy 
Scripture to be read,-s*part of this most detestable annotation is, ^^These 
words have our English Translators perniciously and most presumptum 
ausly corrupted.** After a few remarks on the words fear and rever* 
ence, these annotators resume tbeir original design in these words, 
^f4ndue tee plainly that they haifie no comscicnce^ ind^ereneey tror 
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(Met purpon^ but Uf make ihepdor readtrsJfeUeve^ thai their ophthmt^ 
are GtuTs fmn tBotds; and io thaw the Scripture$ to sound after the 
fancy of their Here^k^, But if the good reader knew^ for what point 
of (hctrine, they hnise thai framed their translation^ thty wmdd abhor 
tkem to the depths of Heil '^ May God forgive theie unhappy wrtCcliM, 
whtim li»rdefl«il h^rtt cottkl Mow them in the year 18 IG, and agaia in 
1819* to ptiblitti, anrl refmblhh this aboninalble note, eo a translaiieo, 
d as Much parity of ia ten lion as can possibly be, and of as much 
verbftl corrteetness as the langaage of the day did admit. After this 
palpable trait of ntalignity, Papists! can you confide in your blesacd 
and matchless Priesthood, manifesting so clearly their design to terrify 
you froai readiag (he Scriptures, without their horrible notes and com- 
menls^ Papists! your Priests impose on your underatandings, when 
they tell yon the Protestant transldtion of the Bible, and Its Translators, 
should be ^^ ABHonaco to the oiiPTiis of Hull.^^ If a Popish 
Pifiest were maligned in any modern publication,, he wo;ittd bring hit 
actlta for l}b«>l. But the whole Popish Priesthood caa nuali^ the eata* 
Mished Translation of the book of God, in the most impious Blaster, 
aarii with the most wicked design, with perfect impunity. 

Protestant Legislators ! can you answer it to your own coMctencetf^ 
U> advise His Majesty to receive into his Councils, men, who tubaria* 
lively obey an Hierarchy uttering such sentiments, and inculcating, 
ttdtier the cloak of religion, sach a perversion of Christian principles ? 
Phitesfraotsl not Legislators, caa you for a moment grant, as by equal 
rigllts, or allow, as by equal pririlegea, persons to represent yOu in 
ParHatoerit, who think your Biblea should be abhorred to the depths of 
Heii^ Is it heeAuse such persons happen to iie born in the same clime^ 
if educated in these principles, they are to be entitled to an equality 
of power? 'Neither the Jews, aortha Qaakers, born in your empire^ 
woald perseeate you for your traaihttloiB of the Bible, nor for your re« 
ligioas principles ; they would not believe your prayers couldnot ascend 
to Heaven, nor your souls^ be receired into eternal Salvation, because 
you use a different moti« of worship from tbemselvea. Why then are 
the British Jew, and ike British Quaker laid aside, and a persecuting 
P^ist proposed to the L^i^isiatare as a person entitled to equal power, 
rights, and privileges, With the feanters and supporters of the present 
established state ? Pt^sent erpettfeaey will be found to be a shallow 
plea for such an incongtuous attempt. Popish Priests prate about civil 
and religious liberty. They eicite their flocks to commotions and 
crimes, to support cla'ims of civil and religious liberty; read 
With attention these mea^s authorixed sense of civil and reH- 
gious liberty. <^ How insuJUdeni^ and unlike the nem Church 
of England is^ to the primitipe use^ zehich hath no such hoUrs of 
flight or day^ sanre a little iwiftttion of the old ntaitins, and even 
iowg-, and that in Heresy and Sch^m, and therefore not only unprom 
fltable^ but damnable,^^ So much for Popish Priests' and Papists^ 
teitse of civil and reiigioos liberty. ! What sM St. Paul to the Corin- 
thtana 2nd ep^stfe, ehap. S, verse 17. ^^ Where the Spirit of ike Lord 
9s there is Ubcrty^^ ? — What can Pros^siant^ ejpect from Papists, in. 
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fttrncted bj their '^ nntichless Priests^^^ whea they pronouDCe our morn- 
ing and evening Hjmus to our Creator, to be ^^not only un^ro- 
vitABLB, BUT DAMNABLE."? What Can be expected from an Hierarchy 
that has dared to disobey the. commands and alter the very Canons of 
Holy Writ ? Papists! your matchless Priests have taken from you that^ 
Chalice of which Christ commanded yon to partake, in commemoration 
of his dying for your justification U! Even your own authorized yer* 
sion, with its execrable notes, tells you ^^ This is the ChcUke^ the New 
Testament in my bloody which shall he shed for you.^^ St. Luke, chap, 
xxii, verse %. Will not a woe greater than what Judas was threat, 
ened with, and suffered, for betraying his master, await those Priests 
who betray their trust, and alter the Canons of Holy Writ ? The 
elements of bread and wine are but the creatures taken in commemo. 
r4tion of that act of our redemption. Can any form of words change 
these elements into the real body and blood of Christ ? If consecra- 
tion could alter the nature of the Chalice, why d id j%ol consecration 
prevent Pope Victor the 3rd from being poisoned by the Chalice ? 
If consecration could alter the substance of the wafer into the actual 
body of Christ, how could the consecrated Host poison the Emperor 
of Germany, Henry the 7th? Here are proofs positive, that consecra- 
tion cannot transubstantiate poison, nor any other substance what86» 
ever into the body and blood of our Saviour. 

What sort of understandings crin Popish Priests have, if they hem 
lieve the doctrines they teach ? What sort of hearts can Popish 
Priests have, if they teach doctrines which they themselves do not be^ 
iieve ? Does not this matchless Priesthood print, preach, and teach, 
that the Catholic Faith, and the Apostolical Church of Rome,, are one 
and the same thing, at least in its Canons?

Does not the Catholic Apostolic Church of Rome as 
ft (contrary even to sense, for what is peculiar cannot be at the same 
time universal) is improperly called, canonize as Saints, these very men 
and women, whom they afterwards invoke, as possessing the powers of . 
God ? Does the Catholic faith, according to Holy Writ, inculpate celi- 
bacy to either sex as a mean of Salvation ? Can simple chastity save . 
souls, overwhelmed with grievous sins ? Does the Catholic faith, aa 
banded down by the Apostles, direct different viands for different daya 
of the week? Does that Catholic faiih direct money to be paid for the 
pardod of sins ? Does it direct auricular confessions annually, at least 
once, under the penalty of mortal sin ? Are Pilgrimages to our Lady oC 
Loretto, to St. Winifred's Well, or St. Patrick's Purgatory, mentioned 
in Scripture ? Are tile words Pope, or Cardinal, in Holy Writ ? Why 
do the writers of the Romish Church, on Theological subjects, always 
quote man instead of Scripture? Why should Counsellor Bellarmine, 
a Civilian, created a Cardinal for his special pleading abijities, bt 
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constantly r-'^ned to on the subject of Transabstanttation ? Oal/ 
because that Cardinal audaciously asserts, without any Scriptural au- 
thority, ^^ Christ is trulif in the very substance af his body and bloody 
offered to Grod by the Priest^ as properly as he was on the cross.'* 
Lib. 3, chap. 9th. That Popes do not belteTe it, is certain, because 
Pope Gregory the fourth once threw the Host into the fire. Super- 
stitious men are ind<ied Instructed to believe it, and Lewis the 9th, of. 
France, once prevailed on the Turks to take it in pawn from him in- 
stead of a large sum of money ; and indeed he redeemed the pledge, after, 
a lapse of four years. By this very transaction the Christian character 
suffered materially in Mahometan estimation, as it was shrdwdly re- 
marked, ^^ They never knew a more vile and sottish sect^ than the 
Christian^ because they devour the God they Worship,^' The Turks do 
not yet make any distinctions as to doctrines aiAong Christians, neith^er. 
do their Muftis generally know that it is quite a modern novelty, invented 
in a Cloyster by a sequestered Monk ; and Tonstal himself, de Eucha. 
rlsto, Lib.l, page 46, (if accurately ci tied)' writes, ^^th'at f7 (Transub«tan- 
tiation)<ame in twehe hundred years after jChrist ; and that before the Laie^ 
ran Council^ men were at liberty af to the matter of Chri$V s presence, ^ As 
Transubstantiation has been the subject of much discussion lattetly, it 
may be excusable to dwell a little longer on the subject. Cardinal BeU- 
larmine, who so audaciously Tiad asserted, '^Christ is truly in the Very 
substance offered to God by the Priest, *\ acknowledged Lib. ], chap. 
1st. '^None of the Ancients who wrote of Heresies, did put this error of 
transubstantiation, in their catalogues, neither did any of the Afwenis 
dispute against it for the first six hufidred yearsfi*^ Why should, they, dis- 
pute of a thing which never then had been even thought of ? Paschasius 
and Bertrandns, in the seventh century, were consulted about it, as a. 
doubtful matter.* Pope Clem$nt the V, crowned Pope 14 Nov, idOhy 
at Lyons, (where an old wall falling on the procession, killed several 
personages, ^nd knocked a Diamond out of the* Popes Tiara, valued 



• About the year 876, Ratranniw, or Bertram, a Monk of conilderablc ccle^jnty, 
wrote a book by desire of the Emperior Charles the Bald, to refute a new Doctnue 
introduced by Pa.schasius Radbertus, whose writings are yet extant, Beriram's Boois^ 
was forbidden to be read by the Inquisition* of Rome, and the Council of Treat con- 
firmed the prohibition: The Book, however, was so sought after, that the Divines of 
Doway thought it the bes( policy to permit it to be read, but thev first took special care 
to have certain parts of it expunged. Among the rest, this following passage, which 
has notwithstanding been preserved. *< Quee a sa differwUy ideohnan sunt. Corpus Chn& 
qmd mortuum eit, et reswrrexit, et immortale factum jam non moritur, tt mor$ ilU uUrm 
non dominabitury aternum tst, nee jam pastibile. Hoc autem quod in EccUsia cdebrtttm-^ 
temporale et/,non astemum ; corruptibiU est, non incorruptum.** ** Things which differ from 
each other arc not the »ame !!! The body of Christ, which was dead, and rose agaia, 
and was made immortal, now does not die, and death has no further dominionover lU 
It is everlasting, nor is it now subject to suffering. But that which is celebrated ip tbe 
Church is temporal, not everlasting ; it is corruptible, not free from corrnpttoB. 
Kabanus, Archbishop of Meqtz, coincided in the same sentiments with Ratrannnt, •r 
Bertram : and wrote to Eeilus, the Abbot of Weingart, a similar opinion, for the 
satisfaction of the same Charles the Bald. Both Rabanus's and Ratrannus s writings have 
suffered mutilations, they were excited to the subject by a question put .by Bishofp 
Ueribaldtts, concerning the Eucharist—'* What would become of it, after it was ctmsum- 
ed. and sent into the draught, after the manner of other meats.*" Heribaldus, Rabaau^ 
and Ratrannui, were ranked as Heretics subsequently) bat not during (heir own Uv^s^ 
ner the Reign of tbe Emperor CaroLus Calvus. * ^ 
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at tiac thonsiimd ftoii^iM) has distiiictly stated, ^^ The bread ia edtenbui- 
fiot€hanged-*^ Thowas Aquinas, the great Saint oC tlie Pophh School, 
owned, ^^ Thai Ckrht is etUen Spirituullg^ invinbl^J* Bat Vasquex^ aa* 
knowing a vavk as Thomas Aquinas, bi^t not a Saiiot, in Dispntat. ^1» ^ 
ciiap. 1, boldly^ writes, ^^uUkout alropeorfigur.e^ HisJaUe to sc^ the 
br€ad U the bodtf of Christ.** And Cardinal Gajetan, at least as mnch 
a Cardinal as Bellarniioe, in opusc. de Enchar* torn % chap, d, has 
written, ^< The recaoing nf Ckriit is a spirUudl eating^ bjf the »oui, 
hsi ^.U^eresfi b^dy be eaten, *tis eaten visibly by the body.** This no^ 
Teltjrof transnbstaatiation now can never be given up by the matchless 
Priesthood, because it has been so much insisted on by them, that the 
destmcliion of the Romish Church nuist instabtiy follow itsaboiitioo* 
Will sensible Papists mbmit their souls' safety to a Priesthood capable 
of thus perverting the sacred Scripi^ures, and tyrannizing over human 
Gonscienees^ by prohibittag the use of the Bible ? 

A prolomid Philosopher, ibe Honourable Robert Boyle, universal! jt 
aUowiedtobe a.most sincere Ghrittlan, will, perhaps, be permitted to be : 
nead by Papists, without encountering the penalty of mortal sin. In his 
Gonatderattons of the Holy Scriptures, 4th edition, page 82, he writes^ 
'^ fFe read it was expressly said to the Disdphs concerning the Sacra* 
memt of fVine, ^^ Drsnk te ail or it^*^ ^ereas^ upon the exhibition 
of the bread, the particle all is omitted. This difference, it is lilce, the 
pjnimitive Christians marvelled ai, and discerning no reason for it\ might 
. he tempted to think the passage useless and superfluous ; but z^e that lipe. 
m an ag^, wherein the cup is denied^ to much the greater part of the 
cemmunicants, are invited not only to observe ihe reading, but to admire 
U.*"* He is unworthy of the Lord;, who dares to celebrate this mystery 
odierwise 4baa as it was first delivered ; for, if all Christ^s directions 
were forbidden to be broken, this Sacrament of his death, and by it 
our rademption, ojught most rigidly to be observed^ as men value their 
touts' eternal salvation. Even the matchless Priesthood have not ventur. 
ed to alter this Sacred text, though they have dared to disobey its injunc- 
tions. In the Wth verse of the %6th chap, of St. Matthew, the autho- 
rized J>OM^ay version reads, ^* Drink ye All of this,** If the Papists, 
«fter reading such string cauunands of Christ for the administration of 
the Holy Eucharist, *'#ii6tti?raijr«ie/or»itf,"—** under both forms," will 
Still suffer themselveis tp be blinded, they really will have to bear th<; 
punishment of tlieir neglect of God's command on that great and mar- 
viettonj5 pccasipa. 

Are not some Protestanis as prone to error in principles, at times, as 
any Papist ? A member of the present Parliament, (if the Public Prints 
have reported hiS speech correctly.,) has attempted to introduce inito 
that assembly, one of the most pernicious maxims of the Jesuits. He 
hfM, if truly reported, dgrcd to insuU his Sovereign, and make him. 
^euilly «f a Sacred breach of Christian verity. But this member's, 
apeedh must be reported incorrectly, or the whole House must have 
groaned, when he ve^ured lo assert that *« AN OATH MIGHT BE' 
BINDING OUT OF PARLIAMENT, WHICH COULD NOT 
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Bind the king in parliament." Were tins assertion to 
be credited, were such a principle to be acted od^ either by our con* 
^cieotious Sovereign, or aiiy of his Protestfint subjects, of what value 
^ Would auj oaths be^? If a change of location can change the nature 
of a solemn obligation, surely a change of circumstances must then in 
all cases warrant a breach of oaths, aqd thus destroy all human con« 
fidence on sacred verity. Neither Sir James Mackintosh's political 
logic, nor the Pope of Rome's perfect absolution j nor the Jiorrid 
«tesuitical maxim, that an alteration of circumstances will warrant an 
alteration of conduct, in violation of a sworn oath, can ever influence 
iiis present Majesty as to the literal words, or spirit of his coronation 
oath. With the same awful sense His Majesty took it, with the same 
steady resolution he will observe it. Had his Royal Sire not set our 
(Gracious Sovereign the example, he would himself have said, ^* He 

WOULD LAY HIS HEAD ON THE BLOCK RATHER THAN BREAK HI8 

Coronation Oath befoke his God '* Shall any present expedi- 
^ncjr prevail on His Majesty's Ministers to give up an iota of our Pro- 
testant constitution to Popish domination, urged by any numerical 
superiority ? Now, as formerly, when all England were Papists^ we. 
Reformed Papists^ must stand up for the integritjp of the statutes of the 
Realm. Our Protestant Legislature must repeat the words of our an- 
cient Barons, — ^^ Nolumus Leges Angliae mutari.'^-i^We will not^ that 
the Laws of England be changed,*^ Royal subserviency to Papal 
tyranny Was nobly resisted at Runnemede. Royal integrity, support- 
ing the cause of God, relying on him for assistance^ and depending on 
Protestant subjects, needs not fear the result of Papal tyranny, of 
J^esuitical intrigues, nor nutaerical superiority of Irish Papists,' drawn 
iip in battle array, with their boasted ^^ Cabbage Stalks," and the 
threats of foreign aid from the Popish states of the whole world^ 
^* FROM Panama to Cape Horn." Papists ! look to yourselves, first 
to your eternal salvation, then Co the safety of your persons^ your' 
wives, and your children. Your Demagou es have betrayed you person- 
ally, as your, Priests have deceived you spiritually. They have publicly 
avowed that you are all organized, and that at the waving of a single 
flag, 300,000, will rise at the same instant.

J. R. L. were pabHshed the sentiments of a most dreadful firebrand !!f 
The most Rev. Dr. James DoyJe, who nrow complains of want of equity 
la the government, and who has on all occasions shewn the greatest 
hostilitj to the spreading of Scriptural knowledge among the Irisb 
Peasantry, by the mo^t determined opposition to Biblical instruction * 
this same Divine published a pastoral letter, dated Nov. 19, 1822, 
ahewiBg clearlv that ^^fa»et ntfas^* *' pfety and impiety," things law- 
fill and unlawiul, are in simultaneous action in iVp. breasts of the Popish 
Hierarchylt! The public know well the writings of J K. L. Let 
the Public read with marked attention the folloMtng words, copied ex* 
aetly from the Rev. Bishop, Dr. James Doyle's pastoral letter, and 
bearing his signature.— ^^^ In this coctntrt youii Religion is not 

€>NLT tolerated, BUT PROTECTED BY TJIE LAW.'' And agaiD, 

**YouR Clergy have competency, alike removed £rom poverty 

AND AFFLUENCE, AND DERIVED FROM A SOURCE WHICH SECURES TO 
TOU THEIR ATTENTION, AND PROTECTS THE PURITY OF THEIR OWN 

LIVES. THEY SEEK, THEY DESIRE NOTHING MORE. It 

IS CLEAR THEN, THAT ON THE SCORE OF ReLIGXON, YOCTR CONSPI- 
RACIES ARE WITHOUT AN OBJECT, AND IT IS THE AnGEL OF DaB^. 
HESS, WHO TRANSFORMS HIMSELF INTO AN AngEL OF LiGHT,, THAT 
HE MAY SEDUCE TO VIOLATE ALL THE CHARITIES OF THE GoSPEL, 
BINDER APPEARANCE OF ZeAI^^ FOR THl^ FAITH.*' Of the pUrity of 

the lives of the Popish Clergy, we will write nothing ; we have it un-r 
der the Bishop's hand, that ^* they seek^ they desire nothing more^^ 
that the peoples' conspiracies, ^* on the score of religion^ are without an 
obJecV^ What then makes the Priesthood so clamorous, and so ill 
conducted, so anxious for collecting the Catholic rent? Why do they 
expose the altar of God for the purposes of Satan ? for is it not an 
Angel of darkness which firesides at that altar where the Catholic

WMTOB^ and ^our Gbostly Father,'*^ This t^opiBh Bhhop^B ^^ FeL 
low ^Agitaior^^^ at a late Catholic association ibe«tiog, this Daniel 
O'Conaell, distinctly asked ^^ was not the Catholic rent warded to Wat 
with the Hiblicals^^i He did not then declare, ("what other wars it 
iftight be wanted for, or what wars were to be waged. The yerj word 
WAR from sHch an orator, at such a eonjuoctttre, conveys mach mor^ 
fldeaning than meets the eje. 

This man who boasts himself an agitator, who appiauds'agttatlon in 
the highest terms of harangue, boldly asserted in that same speech^ 
^^ There were two hundred thousand Irish Catholics in London^ read^ 
'to hold out the hand of Fellowship, but who. would not^^^ho could 
not-^be tranquil^ if their CotuUry was desolatedJ*^ Who was to deso- 
late their Country ? Were the Biblical Zealots, as^they are called bjr 
the Popish Priests, and Demagogues desolating Ireland ? No! No! 
this man's mind was at that instant tnrned inward, on himself, for he 
taid ^* he would never be satisfied until Irel0nd became a free and nuk" 
pendeni state in allegiance to England^ but governing itself^ bu its own 
Laws^ in an Irish Parliament*" This sentiment was not the thought of 
A moment, it was a sentiment resulting from that 8pirit» kept in perpe- 
tual agitation by the Popish Clergy. The Rev. Dr. Doyle had styled, 
his peculiar altar, ^* the altar of our common zsrongs^*'* he has writtea 
it to his Majesty ^s Prime Minister. His Majesty's Prime Minister may

it is the Law ; we know it is, and it is of the Law we complain / but are 
the Laws of a Draco always to continue ? Are they not only to be 
SMTitten in bloody but also Uke those of the Medes and Persians never to 
be repealed P The penai laws, my Lord, will altpays in If eland prar 
dace some Demosiheties or other, like O^Connelt at present.^* 

** Whose fiei*y eloquence will shake the Arsenal, 

Thunder oyei' Greece toi Macedon, and to Artaxerxes Throoe.*^ 

Has not this fiery eloquence which is to shake the Arsenal, com- 
menced its conflagrating quality by a flagrant tufringeinent of tli« royal 
prerogative in creating a new order with officers and insignia? Has not 
a display of its badges and medals been publicly exhibited at the elec- 
tion of the county of Clare? Has not Daniel O'Connell avowed ^^ he 
would never be satisfied until Ireland became a free and independent 
state? Is not this order his invention, or at least does it not spring up 
under his auspices? Is it not called the '^ Order of Liberators,^* Is 
not Daniel O'Connell its first officer ? Daniel O'Connell has lately 
become a peri»onage of great consequence, probably he may obtain still 
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gr«at#r EXALTATION. The ambitious principles which have aci^ 
TATED peFBonages of rank and property, hare united them in views siml* 
krto those expressed by J, K. L. and Daniel O'Connell. A Peer of the 
Realm wrote a letter, of which the following is an extract, to Stephen 
Coppinger, Esq. to be published by him officially, as an officer of the 
Catholic Association .-^^^ Ireland can no longer be despised^ she can no 
longer be plundered of her wealth and her rights^ with impunity^ her 
voice will be heardy and respected in every quarter of the Globe^^ 
Again, ^^ Much as I love my Catholic countrymen^ I would not have 
voted for the union ; as the price of Emancipation never can be ob^ 
tained^ or be worth obtaining but from an Irish Parliaments^ (Signed) 
Cloi^currt. To have voted for an union, and still to have expected an 
Irish Parliament to sit in Ireland, seems somewhat preposterous. Per^ 
haps my English intellect cannot comprehend the perspicuity of Irish 
anblimity. I have heard - of Irish reciprocity^ where the advantage 
must be all at one aide, and the grand Liberator, Daniel O^ConnelPs 
liberality seems to partake of this Irish sort of reciprocity. No longer 
ago than January, 1837, at a public meeting, this Patriotic Liberator, 
and philanthropic orator exclaimed,*— ^< It is said to have been a sweet 
and mild evening on the 93rif of August^ 117S, when the first English 
footsteps pressed the green soil of Ireland. Accursed be that day, in 
ihe memory of all future generations of Irishmen^ and if it iivcy may it 
he to WAttN AND ADMONiSB.^^ This liberal Irishman's warnings and 
admonitions^ become matters of serious import, when his reports of his 
numerical forces in Ireland, his two hundred thousand Irish Catholics 
In London, and his Catholic rent paid from ^yerj quarter of the globe, 
are taken into consideration. This grand Liberator has avowed one 
of the purposes of this rent to be, to war against Biblical bigots ; but 
he has al'So declared, << This fund is stiU to be collected^ it wiU still be 
available^ it will be now under the direction of an invisible bo^V It 
is necessary not only to call Protestants' and Papists' attention to the 
printed observations of Dr. James Doyle, J. K. L. and Daniel O'Con* 
nell, but also to implore his Majesty's Ministers to scrutinize the politi. 
cal proceedings of these two men.' . Dr. Doyle has declared to the Pa- 
^sts that ^^ their Religion was not only tolerated^ but protected by the

He wa$ 
pf opinion^ it was for them to fight them^ but they should do it prudent* 
ly. — He was convinced of the wisdom of assailing the established Church, 
ut he found a great many individualt of respectability and influence if^

s^haped his course accordingly J** Shall the man who uttered this sent!- 
inetit be ever permitted to a seat in our Legislature, to carr^ his assault 
(the'wisdom of which he was convinced of) into more secure execution ? 
What doubt can remain ,as to the designs of Daniel O'Connell ? How 
has this sentiment been expounded by another Barrister on Saturday, 
July 12, 1828, inthesameCathblic Association, where Daniel O'Con- 
nell had declared ** The Sword has been dbawn by tHE CuuRCHi" 
If the public prints be correct, this other Demagogue has seconded Daniel 
O'Connell'9 designs by the following exclamation. ^^Look at the Catholic 
Priesthood, Behold the flame which bursts from the altar. — -^Hearken 
to the voice which issues fror^ ike Sandtuarff of Religion^ and addresses 
itself to the milUons who bcw down before the altar. The ministers of attr 
Religion {so far from denying I proclaim^ andniake a vaunt of the ao« 
fulfact) Jiove put thetnselves at the head of the population and array and 
fead them ofiJ^ 



REFLECTIONS. 

• To know the origin of an evil, is at least one leading principle to- 
wards its removal. True Religion can cause no evil !il Nothing ba» 
caused more, or so much evil to mankind, as false Religious!!! The 
first and grand error relative to irue religion, is the idea, that most 
people form of the right of private judgement on that most material 
subject. All the hostility of Papal animosity towards Protestants, pro- 
ceeds upon this alleged principle* The true and sincerely religions 
Prbtestant, does not presume to form any private judgement of re- 
ligion III He implicitly, and without hesitation, adopts that religion 
which God has promulgated in Holy Scripture ; which our blessed Re-. 
deemer has sanctified by declaring that it was the will of his Father; 
which he ratified by his own perfect obedience to it, and which he has de- 
'siredhis disciples and all their successors to persevere in, to secure them- 
' selves and theircongregoted fellow Christians, eternal Salvation . Papists 
may, in obedience to th«*ir Priesthood, accuse Protestants of having 
taken up a niew religion by the desire of Luther, of Calvin, of King 
Henry the 8th, and Edward the 6th, whom they call a boy. Such 
accusation can be perfectly refuted by the simple fact, that Protestants 
can shew their present religion to have been in the Bible, now and for 
ever !ti But where in the Bible can Papists shew their present Popery, 
their Purgatory, their indulgences, their Dispensations for incestuous 
marriages, and the variety of superstitions which the Popish Clergy 
teach, and make their congregations submit to, under the thj'eat of 
God's eternal vengeance, over which and his divine mercies, they both 
impiously and blasphemously pretend to have a power ? Every Popish 
-Priest over the whole globe is bound to believe, teach, and enforce, by 
•every possible means, what the professor of Theology, at Maynooth, in 
Ireland, causes to be impressed on all the Disciples of that Seminary. 
^^ Ecclesia suam retinct jurisdictionem^ in omnes, apostatas^ Hereticos^- 
pi fic/iismaticos quanq^am^ ad iliudcorpuSy nonjam pertineant^^'rr^^^ Ttip 
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Charch of Rome retains its judsdiction over all Apostates, Heretics^ 
and Schismatics, altboagh they do not belong to that bodj." Is it the 
ptrt<^ wisdom in any state^ to foster in its bosojn, a Church whidi 
ciaima m jurisdiction over every person, though such person, do. not, nor 
ever did, belong to the Church of Rome ? The bench of Bishops 
ought ceitaiply to take the profession of this tenet, in this Protestant 
state, into their most serious consideration, and declare their sentiments 
of it to their temporal peers, who may be onacquakited that the Rey^ 
Father De La Hog ne has published this claim in page 394» <^de Eccles. 
Christi*" his treatise for the benefit of the Maynooth students^ 
The erratic Cuckoo, frequently deposits her egg in the nest of another 
bird ; the young Cuckoo is batched hj its adopted parent, and the 
kind return for such fostering care^ is the expulsion of the legitimate 
brood from their natire home. 

Though the evils of Popery did not originate with the Jesuits, these 
Clerks ex Societate Jesu, (out indeed of the society of Jesus,) who 
have adopted thie motto of ^'ad mqjorem Gloriam Dei**-^^^To the 
greater glory of God '^ have well answered the purposes for which they 
were designed. They do not add to the greater glory of God by 
their conduct, but they uphold Popery and the Pope's Jurisdiction, by 
intrigues, resources, contrivances, and crimes beyond common com* 
prehension. This inscrutable and almost irresistible, body of men, by 
their machinatious, have produced, kept up, and are now promoting 
that hostility ta the Bible and its religion, that turbulent spirit ia 
stater, and those torturing infitctions on the human species, which we 
see practised by their satellites, in every quarter of the globe. They 
have an ultimate object in view for their own supremacy, they corn- 
sand that Pope whom they obey, and by whose infallible name they con* 
trive to carry on their detestable schemes. Loi^g before they had caused 
that assassinating assault on the King of Portugal, which led to their 
suppression, a roan, whose wisdom procured him the name of the 
^^ Oracle of Venice/^ whose honesty obtained for him the situation of a 
Privy Counsellor of Venice, with peculiar privileges, neither before 
nor since entrusted to any other individual ; whose fame acquired for 
.him the universal respect and admiration, (except at Rome,) of every 
Court in Europe ; whose upright integrity promoted htm to be General 
of the order of Servi ; whose life Providence protected, from the 
Pope's malignity, though five assassins, hired by the supreme Pontiff 
with a most expensive party. Wounded him desperately; this man, hin»- 
self a Papist, pronounced by the Holy Inquisition (where he wasV 
twice tried for his remarks on the Bible,) to have understood the origi- 
nal'IIebrew better than those who charged him with having translated 
parts of the Bible wrongly; this General of the Servi, Fra Paolo 
Sarpi, in 1610, wrote the following words to a correspondent in Paris,-^ 
*^Ily*a un grand nombre d^ Hypocrites in Italic^ et ne foyezpta surpris 
fastis ferment les yeux a la lumierey puisque Us ies oni toujeursjirmes a 
la verile et auvertes a lUnteret.*^ — ^^ There are a great many Hypocrites 
in Italy, be not surprised that they shut their eyes against the light, 
since they always keep them shut against truth, but always op^n to 
Iheir interest.'? In another letter the following year^ this sincere maoi 
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and true Christian of the Catholic Churdi of Christ, and Oeneral of 
the JPoplsh order of Servi, a dignity he enjoyed to his Very last breath, 
wrote candidly his sentimentsof the Jesuits thus,— <* 11 n^^ a rien de^ 
plus essentiel que de miner le a' edit des Jesuiies. En les ruinanty on 
mine Rome et si Rome est perdue, la Religion se reformera d*elle m^me.^* 
^^ There is not any one thing more essential than to destroy the credit 
' of the Jesttits ; in destroying them Rome is ruine^^ and if Rome. be 
ruined, Religion will reform itself by itself/' . FalgenCius, a friend of 
Father Paul's, preached the Gospel purely* though he wa^ a Jesuit ^ 
asd we are told, that being asked once what was truth, be said I have 
found it, it is here, shewing a new Testament, bat he , said, ^^ tki^ 
Book is forbidden^'''* and instantly put it into his pocket. 

Isaac Casattbon, whom Henry the fourth of France esteemed .per«» 
sonally as a friend, and held in the highest esteem as a Scholar; with 
whom King James the first of England Porrespoqded, without aa 
amanuensis, and whose account of the Gunpowder Plot Kiqg Jafln^a 
regarded as so strictly authentic, 4hat he ordered its publicatiQU, this 
candid Isaac Casaubon, to his learned friend Frontinas Duc^us^ ^ 
Jesuit, with whom he was intimate, did not scruple to give the follow-; 
ing character of the Jesuits, in his second letter to Ducaeus, a letter 
well worthy of republication at this moment : — ^^Aquam e pumice citius 
expresseris, et Herculi clavam prius extorserisj quam ex oYe Jpologista 
errorts aUcujus confessionem elicias, quoties de JesuUarum aliquod agu 
turJ** — ^^ You wilt sooner squeeze water out of a pumice stone, and 
from Hercules grasp wrench his club, before you can elicit from the 
mouth of the Apologist an acknowledgement of any error, whenever 
any transaction of the Jesuits is concerned.'^ If there be Athei4t% 
they must be the Jesuits ; for no persons believing ia God, could be 
guilty of the tortures, to which these infernal Guardians of the Holy. 
Inquisition sentence their wretched victims, oi^ witneas the cruelties 
exercised daily on those, over whom vFrovidenee for wise reasons haa 
allowed them to have power. 

. The atrocities of the Jesuits, may be yet the very cause of the de^ 
struction of that false religion which they have so industriously laboured 
to prop up. The crimes committed by the agency of these Clerks, pre- 
suming to call themselves the associates of Jesus Christ, the suppression 
of their order by one infallible Pope on that account; the revival of
